An  Act  to  further  encourage  the  Distillation  of  Spirits 
^m  Sugar  in  the  United  Kingdom. 

[23d  February  1847.] 

Vf^HEBEAS  an  Act  was  passed  in  the  Sixth  Tear  of  the 
^  ^  Beign  of  His  late  Majesty  King  George  the  Fourth, 
intituled  An  Act  to  repeal  the  Duties  payable  in  respect  of 
Spirits  distilled  in  Bn^iand,  afid  of  Licences  for  distiJUng, 
roctifyingy  or  compounding  suck  Sjpirits,  and  for  the  Sak  of 
SpiriJtSy  and  to  impose  other  Duties  in  Keu  thereof  and  to  pro^ 
vide  other  Regulations  f&r  the  Collection  of  the  said  Duties,  and 
far  the  Sale  of  Spirits,  and  for  the  warehousing  of  such  SIpifits, 
without  JPagment  of  Duty  for  Exportatiofi,  in  which  Act  certain 
Clauses,  Provisions,  and  R^ulations  are  contained  relating  to 
the  Distillation  of  Spirits  from  Sugar,  which  Clauses,  Frovi- 
•aons,  and  Regulations  apply  only  to  England  under  the  Said

for  the  Defendant  or  Defendants,  or  the  Plaintiff  or  Plaintiffs 
shall  discontinue  his,  her,  or  their  Action  or  Prosecution,  or  be

An  Act  to  render  valid  certain  Proceedings  for  the 
Relief  of  Distress  in  Ireland^  by  Employment  of  the 
Labouring  Poor,  and  to  indemnify  those  who  have 
acted  in  such  Proceedings.  [18th  March  1847-] 

Vl/'HEREAS  an  Act  was  passed  in  the  last  Session  of 
^  *  Parliament,  mtituled  An  Act  to  facilitate  tJie  Employ^ 
ment  cf  the  Isabouring  Poor^  for  a  limited  Period^  in  the  dis- 
tressed Districts  in  Ireland,  authori;sing  Presentments  for  the 
Execution  of  Public  Works  in  Ireland :  And  whereas  ^y 
reason  of  the  Increase  of  Distress  in  Ireland  it  became  necesr 
sary  to  provide  further  Means  of  employing  the  Labouring 
Poor,  t^nd  thereupon  the  Lord  Lieutenant  of  Ireland,  on  the 
Fifth  Day  of  October  last,  by  a  certdn  Letter,  a  Copy  of 
which  is  contained  in  the  Schedule  annexed  to  this  Act, 
written  and  signed  by  his  Direction  by  the  Chief  Secretary 
to  the  Lord  Lieutenant,  and  addressed  to  the  Chairman  of 
the  Commissioners  of  Public  Works  in  Ireland,  announced 
that  he  would  sanction  Presentments  that  should  be  made  at 
any  Sessions  held  under  the  said  Act,  for  Works  of  a  re- 
productive Character  and  permanent  Utility,  subject  to  the 
Regulations  specified  in  the  said  Letter,  in  the  same  Manner 
as  if  they  had  been  strictly  Public  Works,  and  presented  as 
such  in  the  IVtanner  required  by  the  said  Act :  And  whereas 
Extraordinary  Presentment  Sessions  havei  been  called  and  held 
under  the  Provisions  of  the  said  Act,  and  the  Justices  and 
Cess-payers  constituting  such  Sessions  have  made  Present- 
ments for  various  Works  of  a  public  Nature,  and  also  for 
various  Works  of  a  re-productive  Character  and  permanent 
Utility:  And  whereas  in  certain  Cases  the  Justices  and  Cess- 
paycrs,  by  reason  of  such  Announcement,  apportioned  on  the

'  that  the  Execution  of  the  Works  so  presented  as  aforesaid 
^  should  be  commenced  forthwith  after  the  making  of  such 

*  Presentments,  the  same  having  been  approved  by  the  Lord

That  all  Presentments  which  have  been  made  All  Present- 
at  any  Presentment  Sessions  in  Ireland^  called  and  held  under  p*"**"^!?!*' 
the  Provisions  of  the  sud  redted  Act,  at  any  Time  before  the  sesBions  held 
paasijig  of  this  Act,  and  which  have  been  or  shall  be  approved  under  recited 
by  the  Lord  Lieutenant  of  Ireland  and  by  the  Commissioners  '^^ JV*?  *?"   . 
of  Her  Majesty's  Treasury,  and  all  Works  consequent  upon  ili^utem^t  and 
such  Presentments,  the  Execution  of  which  has  been  or  shall  the  Treasury 
be  commenced  or  carried  on  by  or  under  the  Direction  of  the  declared  yalid. 
CoQumasioners  of  Public  Works  in  Ireland^  and  all  Advances 

of  Public  Money  for  the  Execution  of  the  said  Works  which 
shall. have  been  or  shall  be  made,  and  all  things  done  or  to  be 
done  in  execution  of  such  Presentments,  shall  be  ratified  and 
cmifinned,  and  be  as  valid  and  effectual  as  if  the  same  had 
been  presented  and  approved  and  such  Advances  had  been 
made  sfcrictly  in  accordance  with  the  Provisions  of  the  said 
recited  Act ;  and  the  said  Conmiisnoners  of  Public  Works  shall 
be  authorized  to  begin,  execute,  and  complete  the  Works  so 
prercnted  for  and  approved,  in  the  same  Manner  as  if  the 
ExcHmtion  thereof  hod  been  or  were  duly  authorized  by  the 
said  rented  Act.

pended upon  the  Lands  specified  Jn  the  said  Undertakii^

pier,  if  not  himself  such  Proprietor  of  such  Land,  shall  and  he  is 
herdby  authorized  to  make  the  like  Deduction  from  the  Bent

That  in  case  any  Land  which  shall  be  In  coe  L«id  to 
drained  or  sub-soiled  as  aforesaid  shall  at  the  Time  of  making  ^j^*^"^'*^ 
any  Award  under  this  Act  be  in  the  Occupation  of  any  Person  of  PerTOnTiHR* 
who  shall  not. be  the  Proprietor  thereof  within  the  Terms  of  the  Propriecon  of 
said  Ast  passed  in  the  Sixth  Year  of  the  Beign  of  Her  Majesty,  ^  •''^  ^J^ 
then  and  in  every  such  Case  the  said  Commissioners  of  PubUo  pll^worki 
Woi^  shall  determine  the  Amount  of  increased  Bent,  if  any,  shall  fix  the 
whieh  the  Occupier  of  such  Lands  ought  to  pay  by  reason  of  the  t^^^^^^'

CAP.  XIL 

An  Act  for  punishing  Mutiny  and  Desertion,  and  for    '{^y^  ^,  3y 
the  better  rayment  of  the  Army  and  their  Quarters. 

[23d  April  1847.] 

'  Tl^HEREAS  the  raising  or  keeping  a  standing  Army 
•  "  within  the  United  Kingdom  of  Great  Britain  and  Ire- 
'  had  in  Time  of  Peace,  unless  it  be  with  the  Consent  of  Par- 
'  liament,  is  against  Law :  And  whereas  it  is  adjudged  necessary 
'  by  Her  Majesty^  and  this  present  Parliament,  that  a  Body  of 
'  Foioea  should  be  continued,  for  the  Safety  of  the  United 
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Kingdom^  the  Defence  of  tfaePoaseaflionftQf -Har  M^esiy's 
Crown,  and  ibe  Presenration  of  the  Balance  of  Power  in 
Europe,  and  that  the  whole  Number  of  snoh  Force»  should 
coiKist  of  One  hundred  eight  dioueand-  three  hundred  and 
ninety-ei^t  Men,  [exclusive  of  the  OfiBceie  and  Men  belong- 
ing to  the  Begimenta  employed  in  the  Territorial  Poeseesioiis 
of  the  JEast  India  Company^  but  including  the  Offioera  and 
Men  of  the  Troqps  and  Companies  recmiting  for  tiiose  Begb- 
ments :  And  whereas  no  Man  can  be  forejudged  of  >  Life  or 
Limb,  or  subjected  in  Time  of  Peace  to  any  mnd  of  Punish- 
ment within  this  Beahn,  by  Martial  Law,  or  in  any  other 
Manner  than  by  Judgment  of  his  Peers  and  according  to  the 
known  and  e8tid>lished  Laws  of  this  Beahn ;  yet  nevertheless, 
it  being  requidte,  for  the  retaining  all  ike  before-mentioned 
Forces  in  their  Dul^,  that  an  exact  Discipline  be  observed, 
and  that  Soldiers  who  shall  mutiny  or  eta  up  Sedition,  cht 
shall  desert  Her  Majesty's  Service,  be  brought  to  a  'more 
exemplary  and  speedy  Ptmishment  than  the  usual  Forms  of 
the  Law  will  allow :'  Be  it  therefore  enacted  by  die  Queen's 
most  Excellent  Majesty,  by  and  with  the  Advice  and  Consent 
of  the  Lords  Spiritual  and  Temporal,  and  Commons,  in  this 
present  Parliament  assembled,  and  by  the  Authority  of  the 
same.  That  it  shall  be  lawful  for  Her  Majesty  to  make  Articles 
of  War  for  the  better  Government  of  Her  Majesty's  Forces, 
which  Articles  shall  be  judidally  taken  notice  of  by  all  Judges 
and  in  all  Courts  whatsoever ;  and  Copies  of  the  sam^  printed 
by  the  Queen's  Printer,  shall,  as  soon  as  may  be  after  the  same 
shall  have  been  made  and  established  by  Her  Majesty,  be 
transnutted  by  Her  Majesty's  Secretaiy  at  War  to  the  Judges 
of  H^  Majesty's  Superior  Courts  at  Westminster^  JDubUny  and 
Edinburgh  respectively,  and  also  to  the  Governors  of  Her 
Majesty's  Dominions  abroad ;  provided  that  no  Person  within 
the  United  Kingdom  of  Great  Britain  and  Ireland^  or  the

of  such  Service,  and  to  the  Officers  and  Soldiers  belonging  to 
the  Forces  of  the  £ast  India  Company  while'  such  Officers  or 
Soldiers  shall  be  in  any  Part  of  the  U  nited  Ki'ngdom,  and  to 
the  Officers  and  Persons  who  are  or  shall  be  servingand  hired 
to  be  employed  in  the  Boyal  Artillery  and  Field  Train,  and 
to  Master  Gunners,  and  Gunners,  and  Conductors  of  Stores, 
and  to  all  Officers  dnd  Persons  who  are  or  shall'  be  serving  in 

the 
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tlie  Begimeot  of  Boyal  Engineers  and   the  Corps  of  Royal 
Sappers  and  Miners,  and  in  the  Corps  of  Royal  Military  Sur- 
w^rs  and  Draftsmen,  and  to  Persons  in  the  Ordnance  and 
GommisBariat  Departments,  ^ho  are  or  shall  be  serving  with 
any  Part  of  Her  Majesty^s  Forces  at  home  or  abroad,  under  the 
CoDunand  of  any  Officer  having  Commission  from  Her  Majesty 
or  from  His  late  Majesty  King  ffilUam  the  Fourth,  and  to  all 
Storekeepers  and  other  Civil  Officers  who  are  or  shall  be  em« 
ployed  by  or  act  under  the  Ordnance  at  any  of  Her  Majesty's 
Ordnance  Establishments  in  the  Islands  of  Jersey,  Gruemsey, 
Aldemey,  Sark,  and  Mariy  and  the  Islands  thereto  belonging,  or 
st  Foreign  Stations;  provided  that  nothing  in  this  Act  con- 
tained daall  extend  to  afiect  any  Security  which  has  been  given 
by  such  Storekeeper,  Barrack  Master,  or  other  Officer,  or  their 
Sm^ee,  for  the  due  Performance  of  their  respective  Offices, 
mder  the  Provisions  of  an  Act  passed  in  the  Fiftieth  Year  of 
the  Beign  of  His  Majesty  Ejng  George  the  Third,  to  regulate 
the  taking  of  Securities  in  all  Offices,  but  that  such  Bonds  and 
other  Securities  shall  be  and  remain  in  full  Force  and  Effect.

and  to  the  Provisions  for  the  Trial  and  Punishment  of  Officers 
and  Soldiers  who  shall  be  chained  with  Mutiny  and  Desertion, 
or  any  other  of  the  Offences  which  are  by  this  Act  declared  to 
be  pitnisbable  by  the  Sentence  of  a  Court-martial,  and  also  to 
the  Provisions  which  relate  to  the  Punishment  of  Persons  who 
diall  concear  Deserters,  or  shall  knowingly  buy,  exchange,  or 
dtberwise  receive  any  Arms,  Clothes,  Military  Furniture,  or 
S^imental  Necessaries  from  any  Soldier  or  Deserter,  or  who 
fmn  cause  the  Colour  of  any  such  Clothes  to  be  changed,  or 
who  shall  aid  in  the  Escape  of  a  Prisoner  from  a  Military 
Prison,  or  who  shall  introduce  forbidden  Articles  into  such 
Prison,  or  shall  carry  out  any  such  Articles,  or  who  shall 
ilsaault  any  Officer  of  such  Prison,  and  also  to  the  Provisions 
for  exenapting  Soldiers  from  being  taken  out  of  Her  Majesty's 
Service  for  not  supporting  or  for  leaving  chargeable  to  any 
Parish  any  Wife  or  Child  or  Children,  or  on  account  of  any 
Breadi  of  Contract  to  serve  or  work  for  any  Employer,  or  on 
acoonnt  of  any  Debts  under  Thirty  Potinds,  in  the  said  Islands. 

IV.  And  be  it  enacted.  That  aU  Officers  and  Soldiers  of  any  Foreign  Troops 
Troops,  being  mustered  and  in  Pay,  which  shall  be  raised  and  '"» **>"  Country. 
serving  in  any  of  Her  Majesty's  Dominions  abroad,  or  in  Places 

in  possession  of  or  occupied  by  Her  Majesty's  Subjects,  imder 
the  Conmiand  of  any  Officer  having  any  Commission  imme- 
&tely  from  Her  Majesty,  shall  be  subject  to  the  Provisions  of 
this  Act  and  of  Her  Majesty's  Articles  of  War,  in  like  Manner 
as  Her  Majesty's  other  Forces  are ;  and  if  such  Officers  and

That  a  General  Court-martial  con- 
vened in  Saint  Helena,  Africa,  Honduras,  the  Austrcdian  Colo- 
nies, and  the  Settlements  on  the  Coast  of  China,  shall  consist 
of  not  less  than  Five  Commissioned  Officers ;  that  if  convened 
in  Jamaica,  Newfoundland,  Bermuda,  or  the  Bahamas,  or  in 
any  Part  out  of  the  Queen's  Dominions,  excepting  the  Parts 
afore  mentioned,  it  shall  consist  of  not  less  than  Seven ;  and

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AJriea,  Jamaica^  Honduras,  Newfoundland,  the  'Australian 
Colonies,  the  Windward  and  Leeward  Islands,  British  Guiana, 
and  the  Settlements  on  the  Coast  of  China,  where  it  may  con- 
sist of  not  less  than  Five  Commisnoned  Officers,  and  in  Africa 
when  oonTcned  for  the  Trial  of  Desertion  of  not  less  than 
Three  Commissioned  Officers;  and  such  Court-martial  shall 
have  the  same  Power  as  a  General  Court-martial  to  sentence 
any  Soldier  to  such  Punishments  as  shall  accord  with  the  Pro- 
visions of  this  Act;  provided  that  such  Court-martial  shall 
not  have  Power  to  try  a  Commissioned  Officer,  nor  to  pass 
any  Soitence  of  Death  or  Transportation.

X.  And  be  it  enacted.  That  in  Cases  of  Mutiny  and  gross  Court»4iiartial

March,  or  on  board  any  Transport  Ship,  Convict  Ship,  Mer-  -ji^  ^iL, 
chant  Vessel,  or  Troop  Ship  not  in  Commission^  the  Offence  may 

be  tried  by  a  Regimental  or  Detachment  Court-martial,  and  the 
Sentence  confirmed  and  carried  into  execution  on  the  Spot  by 
the  Officer  in  the  immediate  Command  of  the  Troops,  provided 
that  the  Sentence  shall  not  exceed  that  which  a  B^imental 
Court-martial  is  competent  to  award.

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Any  Expence  necessarily  inourred  by  his  Drunkenness  or 
other  Misconduct : 
Provided  always^  that,  except  in  the  Case  of  the  Loss  or  De- 
struction of  Accoutrements  and  Regimental  Necessaries,  in 
which  Case  the' Court  may  by  its  Sentence  direct  that  the  said 
Stoppages  shall  continue  till  the  Cost  of  replacing  the  same  be 
made  good,  the  Amount  of  any  Loss,  Destruction,  Damage,  or 
Injury,  or  Expence,  shall  be  ascertained  by  Evidence,  and  the 
Offender  shall  be  placed  under  Stoppages  for  such  an  Amount 
only  as  shall  be  proved  to  the  Satisfaction  of  the  Court :  Pro« 
vided  also,  that  after  satisfying  the  Charges  for  his  Messing  and 
Washing,  so  much  only  of  the  Pay  of  the  Soldier  may  be 
stopped  and  applied  as  shall  leave  him  a  Residue  at  the  least  of 
One  Penny  a  Day.

Days. 

XXXVII.  And  be  it  enacted.  That  whenever  Sentence 
shall  be  passed  by  a  Court-martial  on  a  Person  already  impri* 
soned  under  Sentence  of  a  Coiui;-martial  for  any  former  OfFenoe» 
it  shall  be  lawful  for  the  Court  to  award  Imprisonment  for  the 
subsequent  Offence  to  commence  at  the  Expiration   of  the 
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Imprifloiuneiit  to  which  such  Person  shall  have  be^  preyioosly 
Bentenced,  and  where  such  Person  shall  be  ab'eady  under  Sen- 
tence,  either  of  Imprisonment  or  Transportation,  the  Court,  if

all  such  Military  Prisons,  belong  to  and  may  be  exercised  by 
the  Secretary  at  War ;  and  it  shall  be  lawful  for  the  Secretary 
at  War  from  Time  to  Time  to  make,  alter,  and  repeal  Kules 
and  Segalations  for  the  Government  and  Superintendence  of 
any  such  Military  Prison,  and  of  the  Governor,  Provost  Marshal, 
Officers,  and  Servants  thereof,  and  of  Offenders  confined  therein; 
and  it  shall  be  lawful  for  the  Secretary  at  War  from  Time  to 
Time  to  appoint  an  Inspector  General  and  Inspectors  of  Military 
Prisons,  and  a  Governor  or  Provost  Marshal,  and  all  other 
necessary  Officers  and  Servants  for  any  such  Military  Prison, 
and,  as  Occasion  may  arise,  to  remove  the  Governor  or  Provost 
Marshal,  Officer,  or  Servant  of  any  such  Military  Prison,  and 
the  Geoend  or  other  Officer  commanding  any  District  or  Foreign

or  shall  knowingly  muster  any  Person  by  a  wrong  Name^  upon 
Proof  thereof  upon  Oath  made  by  Two  Witnesses  before  a 
General  Court->martial,  shall  for  such  Ofience  be  forthwith 
cashiered,  and  shall  be  thereby  utterly  disabled  to  have  or  hold 
any  Civil  or  Military  Office  or  Employment  within  the  United 
Kingdom  of  Great  Britain  and  Irelandy  or  in  Her  Majesty's 
Service.

90.4.  C.S5.       the  Fourth,  intituled  An  Act  for  consolidating  and  amending  the 

Laws  in  Lreland  relative  to  Larceny  and  other  Offences  connected 
therewith;  and  such  Recruit,  if  in  Scotlajid,  shall  be  deemed 
guilty  of  Falsehood,  Fraud,  and  wilful  Imposition,  and  any  such 
Recruit  shall  be  tried  for  any  such  Offence  in  any  County  or 
Place  where  he  may  at  any  Time  happen  to  be ;  and  the  Pro- 
duction of  such  Certificate,  and  Proof  of  the  Handwriting  of

or  Profession  whatsoever,  without  his  Consent,  and  that  it

to  be  paid  by  the  Person  relieved  to  the  Perspns  receiving  such 
Men  and  Horses,  or  to  be  applied  in  furnishing  the  requisite 
Accommodation;  and  Commanding  Officers  may  exchange  any 
Man  or  Horse  billeted  in  any  Place  with  another  Man  or  Horse 
billeted  in  the  same  Place,  for  the  Benefit  of  the  Service,  pro- 
vided the  Number  of  Men  and  Horses  do  not  exceed  the  Number 
at  that  Time  billeted  on  such  Houses ;  and  the  Constables  are 
hereby  required  to  billet  such  Men  and  Horses  so  exchanged 
accordingly;  and  it  shall  be  lawful  for  any  Justice,  at  the 
Bequest  of  any  Officer  or  Non-commissioned  Officer  commanding 

any 
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anj  Soldiers  re<]^iiiniig  BilletB,  to  extend  any  Bontes  or  enlarge 
the  DiatrictB  within  t^hich  Billets  shall  be  required,  in  sudi 
Manner  as  shall  appear  to  be  most  oonvenient  to  the  Troops ; 
provided  that,  to  prevent  or  punish  all  Abuses  in  billeting 
Soldiers,  it  shi^  be  hiwfnl  for  any  Justice  within  his  Jurisdiction, 
by  Warrant  or  Order  under  his  Hand,  to  require  any  Constable 
to  give  him  an  Account  in  Writing  of  the  Number  of  Officers 
and  Soldiers  who  shall  be  quartered  by  such  Constables,  together 
with  llie  Names  of  the  Persons  upon  whom  such  Officers  and 
Soldiers  are  billeted,  stating  the  Street  or  Place  where  such  ' 

Persons  dwell,  and  the  Sign,  if  any,  belonging  to  those  Houses ; 
and  it  shall  be  lawful  for  Constables  to  billet  Officers  and 
Soldiers  in  Scotland  according  to  the  Provisions  of  the  Laws  in 
force  in  Scotland  at  the  Time  of  its  Union  with  England;  and 
no  Officer  shaQ  be  obliged  to  pay  for  his  Lodging  where  he  shall 
be  r^ularly  billeted,  except  in  the  Suburbs  of  Edinburgh:  „ 
Provided  that  no  Officer  or  Soldier  shall  be  billeted  in  England  fr^^^B^Sl 
in  any  private  Houses,  or  in  any  Canteen  held  or  occupied  under 
the  Authority  of  the  Ordnance  Department,  or  upon  Persons 
who  keep  Taverns  only,  being  Vintners  of  the  City  of  London 
admitted  to  their  Freedom  of  the  said  Company  in  right  of  Patri- 
mony or  Apprenticeship,  notwithstanding  such  Persons  who  keep 
such  Taverns  Only  have  taken  out  Victualling  Licences,  nor 
ID  the  Houses  of  any  Distiller  kept  for  distilling  Brandy  and 
Strong  Waters,  nor  in  the  House  of  any  Storekeeper  whose 
principal  Dealing  shall  be  more  in  other  Goods  and  Merchandize 
than  in  Brandy  and  Strong  Waters,  so  as  such  Distillers  and 
Shopkeepers  do  not  permit  tippling  in  such  Houses,  nor  in  the 
House  of  Residence  in  any  Part  of  the  United  Elngdom  of  any 
Foreign  Consul  duly  accredited  as  such. 

LX  VIH.  And  be  it  enacted.  That  the  Officers  and  Soldiers  Billeting  the 
of  Her  Majesty's  Foot  Guards  shall  be  billeted  within  the  City  Guards  in  aid 
and  Liberties  of  Westminster  and  Places  adjacent,  lying  in  the  J^'[  Wertirfib. 
County  of  Middlesex  (except  the  City  of  London),  and  in  the 
County  of  Surrey ,  and  in  the  Borough  of  Southwark,  in  the  same 
Manner  and  under  the  same^  Regulations  as  in  other  Parts  of 
England,  in  all  Cases  for  which  particular  Provision  is  not  made 
by  this  Act ;  and  the  High  Constable  shall,  on  Receipt  of  the 
Order  for  billeting  Soldiers,  deliver  Precepts  to  the  several  Con- 
stables within  their  respective  Divisions,  in  pursuance  of  which 
the  said  Constables  shall  billet  such  Officers  and  Soldiers  equally 
and  proportionally  on  the  Houses  subjected  thereto  by  this  Act; 
and  the  said  Constables  shall  at  every  General  Sessions  of  the 
Peace  to  be  holden  for  the  said  City  and  Liberties,  Counties,  and 
Borough  respectivelv,  make  and  deliver  to  the  Justices  then  in 
open  Session  assembled,  upon  Oath,  which  Oath  the  said  Justices 
are  hereby  required  to  administer.  Lists,  signed  by  them  respec- 
tively, of  the  Houses  subject  by  this  Act  to  receive  Officers  and 
Soldiers,  together  with  the  Names  and  Rank  of  all  Officers  and 
Soldiers  billeted  on  each  respectively,  which  Lists  shall  remain 
with  the  respective  Clerks  of  the  Peace  for  the  Inspection  of  all 
Persons,  without  Fee  or  Reward ;  and  such  Clerk  shall  forthwith 
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from  Time  to  Time  deliver  to  any  Persons  who  shall  require 
the  same  true  Copies  of  any  such  Lists,  upon  being  paid  Two- 
pence per  Sheet  for  the  same,  each  Sheet  to  contain  at  the  least 
One  himdred  and  fifty  Words. 

LXIX.  And  be  it  enacted,  That  no  Justice  having  or  exe- 
cuting any  Military  Office  or  Commission  in  any  Part  of  the 
United  Kingdom  shall,  directly  or  indirectly,  be  concerned  in 
the  billeting  or  appointing  Quarters  for  any  Soldier  in  the  Regi- 
ment, Troop,  or  Company  under  the  immediate  Conmiand  of 
such  Justice,  but  that  all  Warrants,  Acts,  or  Things  so  appointed 
by  such  Justice  for  or  concerning  the  same  shall  be  void. 

LXX.  And  be  it  enacted.  That  the  Innholder  or  other 
Person  on  whom  any  Soldier  is  billeted  in  England  shall,  if 
required  by  such  Soldier,  furnish  him  for  every  Day  on  the 
March,  and  for  a  Period  not  exceeding  Two  Days  when  halted 
at  the  intermediate  Place  upon  the  March,  and  for  the  Day  of 
the  Arrival  at  the  Place  of  final  Destination,  with  One  hot  Meal 
in  each  Day,  the  Meal  to  consist  of  such  Quantities  of  Diet  and 
Small  Beer  as  may  be  fixed  by  Her  Majesty's  Regulations,  not 
exceeding  One  Found  and  a  Quarter  of  Meat  previous  to  being 
dressed.  One  Pound  of  Bread,  One  Pound  of  Potatoes  or  other 
Vegetables,  and  Two  Pints  of  Small  Beer,  and  Vinegar,  Salt, 
and  Pepper,  and  for  such  Meal  the  Innholder  or  other  Person 
furnishing  the  same  shall  be  paid  the  Sum  of  Ten-pence ;  and 
all  Innholders  and  other  Persons  on  whom  Soldiers  may  be 
billeted  in  England^  except  when  on  the  March  and  entitloi  to 
be  furnished  with  the  hot  Meal  as  aforesaid,  shall  furnish  such 
Soldier  with  Candles,  Vinegar,  and  Salt,  and  shall  allow  them 
the  Use  of  Fire,  and  the  necessary  Utensils  for  dressing  and 
eating  their  Meat,  and  shall  be  paid  in  consideration  thereof  the 
Sum  of  One  Halfpenny  per  Diem  for  each  Soldier ;  and  the  Sum 
to  be  paid  to  the  Innholder  or  other  Person  on  whom  any  of 
the  Horses  belonging  to  Her  Majesty's  Forces  shall  be  billeted 
in  Englandy  for  Hay  and  Straw,  shall  be  Nine-pence  per  Diem 
for  each  Horse,  and  in  Ireland  the  Sum  to  be  paid  for  Forage  to 
the  Innholder  or  other  Person  for  Horses  billeted  by  virtue  of  this 
Act  shall  be  the  Bate  established  by  the  Lord  Lieutenant  or 
other  sufficient  Authority  from  Time  to  Time,  the  same  to  be 
regulated  by  the  average  Bate  of  Contracts  for  Forage  in  Ireland; 
and  for  the  Use  of  Stables  in  Ireland^  when  such  Horses  are 
provided  with  Hay  and  Straw  by  Contract,  and  not  by  the  Oc- 
cupiers of  the  Houses  on  which  they  are  billeted,  the  Sum  of 
Four-pence  per  Week  for  each  Horse  shall  be  paid ;  and  every 
Officer  to  whom  it  belongs  to  receive  or  who  does  actually  receive 
the  Pay  for  any  Officers  or  Soldiers  shall  every  Four  Days,  or 
before  they  shall  quit  their  Quarters  if  they  shall  not  remain 
so  long  as  Four  Days,  settle  the  just  Demands  of  all  Victuallers 
or  other  Persons  upon  whom  such  Officers  and  Soldiers  are  bil- 
leted, out  of  their  Pay  and  Subsistence,  before  any  Part  of  the 
said  Pay  or  Subsistence  be  distributed  to  them  respectively ;  and 
if  any  Officer  as  aforesaid  shall  not  pay  the  same,  upon  Com- 
plaint, and  Oath  made  thereof  by  any  Two  Witnesses,  at  the

next  Quarter  Sessions  for  the  County  or  City  where  such 
Quarters  were  situated,  the  Secretary  at  War  is  hereby  required 
(upon  Certificate  of  the  Justices  before  whom  such  Oath  was 
made  of  the  Sum  due  upon  such  Accounts,  and  the  Persons  to 
whom  the  same  is  owing,)  to  give  Orders  to  the  Kegimental

required  to  make  immediate  Payment  thereof,  and  to  charge  liie 
same  to  the  Account  of  such  Officer. 

LXXL  And  be  it  enacted.  That  all  the  Powers  and  Provi-  DeflnitioD  uf 
aions  in  this  Act  contained  relating  to  England  AaH  be  construed  '^«<'>™- 
to  extend  to  Wales  and  the  Town  of  Bervnck^uponr  Tweed ;  and 
all  Powers  and  Provisions  relating  to  the  British  Isles  shall  be 
construed  to  extend  to  Guemseyy  Jersey^  Aldemey,  Sarky  and 
MtnUj  and  all  Isles  thereto  and  to  England  and  Ireland  belong- 
ing; and  all  Powers  and  Provisions  relating  to  Soldiers  shall  be 
oonstrued  to  extend  to  Non-commissioned  Officers,  imless  when 
otherwise  provided ;  and  all  Powers  and  Provisions  relating  to 
Jastices  shaU  be  construed  to  extend  to  all  Magistrates  autho-

to  provide  the  Carriages,  Horses,  and  Oxen,  and  Drivers  therein 
mentioned,  and  allowing  sufficient  Time  to  do  the  same,  speci- 
fying the  Places  from  and  to  which  the  said  Carriages  shall 
travel,  and  the  Diirtance  between  the  Places,  for  which  Distance

Barges,  and  other  Vessels  used  for  the  Transport  of  any  Com- 
modities whatsoever  upon  any  Canal  or  Navigable  Biver,  as 
shall  be  mentioned  in  the  said  Warrants,  therein  specifying  the 
Place  and  Distance  to  which  such  Carriages  or  Ves^s  shall  go ; 
and  on  the  Production  of  such  Bequisition  to  such  Justice  by 
any  Officer  of  the  Corps  ordered  to  be  conveyed,  or  by  any 
Officer  of  the  Commissariat  or  Ordnance  Department,  such 
Justice  shall  take  all  the  same  Proceedings  in  regard  to  such  ad- 
ditional Supply  so  required  on  the  said  Emergency  as  he  is  by 
this  Act  required  to  t^e  for  the  ordinary  Provision  of  Carriages ; 
and  all  Provisions  whatsoever  of  this  Act,  as  regards  the  procuring 
of  the  ordinary  Supply  of  Carriages,  and  the  Duties  of  Officers 
and  Non-commissioned  Officers,  Justices,  Constables,  and  Owners 
of  Carriages,  in  that  Behalf,  shall  be  to  all  Litents  and  Purposes 
applicable  for  the  providing  and  Payment,  according  to  the 
Rates  of  Posting  or  of  Hire  usually  paid  for  such  other  Descrip- 
tion of  Carriages  or  Vessels  so  required  on  Emergency,  according 
to  the  Length  of  the  Journey  or  Voyage  in  each  Case,  but 
making  no  Allowance  for  Post  Horse  Duty,  or  Turnpike,  Canal, 
Biver,  or  Lock  Tolls,  which  Duty  or  Tolls  are  hereby  declared 
not  to  be  demandable  for  such  Carriages  and  Vessels  while 
employed  in  such  Service,  or  returning  therefrom ;  and  it  shall 
be  lawful  to  convey  thereon,  not  only  the  Baggage,  Provisions, 
and  Military  Stores  of  such  Regiment  or  Detachment,  but  also

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the  Officers,  Sd^ers,  Servants,  Women,  Children,  and  other 
Persons  of  and  belonging  to  the  same. 

liXXV.  And  be  it  enacted.  That  it  shall  be  lawful  for  the  Justices  em- 
Jusdces  of  the  Peace  assembled  at  their  Quarter  Sessions  to  powered  to 
direct  the  Treasurer  to  pay,  without  Fee,  out  of  the  public  ^^a  ^^  sumi 
Stock  of  the  County  or  Biding,  or  if  such  public  Stock  be  expended  by 
insoffident  then  oat  of  the  Monies  which  the  said  Justices  shall  ^<^™- 
have  Power  to  raise  for  that  Purpose,  in  like  Manner  as  for 
County  Gaols  and  Bridges,  such  reasonable  Sums  as  shall  have 
been  expended  bv  the  Constables  within  their  respective  Juris- 
dictions for  Carnages  and  Vessels,  over  and  above  what  was  or 
oi^t  to  have  been  paid  by  the  Officer  requiring  the  same, 
r^iud  being  had  to  the  Season  of  the  Year  and  Condition  of 
the  Ways  by  which  such  Carriages  and  Yesseb  are  to  pass.

Name  of  suck  Lord  Lieutenant  or  Chief  Governor. 

LXXYIL  And  be  it  enacted.  That  all  ^er  Majesty's  Officers  Tolls. 
and  SoUiers,  being  in  proper  Staff  or  BrCgimental  or  Military 
Unifonn,  Dress  or  Un<£ress,  and  their  Horses,  (but  not  when 
paBsing  in  any  hired  or  private  Vehicle,)  and  all  Recruits, 
mimfthiTig  by  Boute,  and  all  Prisoners  under  Military  Escort, 
and  all  Carriages  and  Horses  belon^g  to  Her  Majesty  or 
employed  in  Her  Service  under  the  Provisions  of  this  Act, 
when  conveying  Persons  or  Baggage  or  returning  therefrom, 
shall  be  exempted  from  Payment  of  any  Duties  and  Tolls  on 
embarking  or  diBcmbarking  from  or  upon  any  Pier,  Wharf, 
Qoay,  or  Landing  Place,  or  passing  Turnpike  Boads  or  Bridges, 
otherwise  demanouible  by  virtue  of  any  Act  already  passed  or 
hereafter  to  be  passed;  and  any  Toll  Collector  who  shall 
demand  and  receive  Toll  from  any  of  Her  Majesty's  Officers  or 
Soldiers,  they  being  in  proper  Staff  or  Begimental  or  Military 
Uniform^  Dress  or  Undress,  or  for  their  Horses,  or  from  any 
Becmits,  marching  by  Boute,  or  from  any  Prisoners  under 
Military  Escort,  or  for  any  Carriages  or  Horses  belonging  to 
Her  Majesty  or  employed  in  Her  Service  under  the  Provisions 
(^  this  Act,  when  conveying  Persons  'or  Baggage  or  returning 
therefiom^  every  such  Toll  Collector  shall  forfeit  and  pay  any 
Sum  not  exceeding  Five  Pounds  for  every  such  Offence,  for 
which  Forfeiture  and  Penalty  he  shall  be  prosecuted  before  a 
Justice  of  the  Peace ;  provided  that  nothing  herein  eontained 
shall  exempt  any  Boats,  Barges,  or  other  Vessels  employed  in 
conveying  the  said  Persons,  Horses,  Baggage,  or  Stores  along 
any  CaniU  from  Payment  of  Tolls,  in  like  Manner  as  other  Boats, 
Bttgesi,  and  Vessels  are  liable  thereto,  except  when  employed  in 
Gsses  of  Emergency  as  herein-before  enacted 

LXX  VIII.  And  be  it  enacted.  That  when  any  Soldiers  on  Ferries, 
Service  have  Occasion  in  their  March  by  Boute  to  pass  regular 
Ferries  in  Scotland,  the  Officer  commanding  may  at  his  Option 
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pass  over  with  his  SoUierB  as  Pasaengers,  and.  shall  pay  for 
himself  and  each  Soldier  One  Half  only  of  the  ordinary  Bate 
payable  by  single  Persons,  or  may  hire  tiie  Ferry  Boat  for  him- 
self and  his  Party,  debaniog  others  for  that  Time,  and  shall  in 
all  SQch  Cases  pay  only  Half  the  ordinary  Bate  for  such  Boat 

LXXIX.  And  be  it  enacted.  That  eveiy  Soldier  entitled  to 
his  Discharge  shall,  if  then  serving  abroad,  be  seat,  if  he  shall 
so  require  it,  to  Great  Britain  or  Ireland  free  of  Expenoe, 
and  slmll  be  entitled  to  receive  Marching  Money  from  the  Plac6 
of  his  being  landed  (or  if  discharged  at  home,  shall  reoeiY^ 
Marching  Money  from  the  Place  of  his  Disdiarge,)  to  the

of  the  said  Notification. 

LXXXL  And  be  it  enacted.  That  nothing  in  this  Act  shall

in  any  of  Her  Majesty's  Superior  Courts  at  Weirtminsferf  Dublin, 
or  Edinburgh,  be  deemed  to  be  thereupon  cashiered,  and  shall  be 
thenceforth  utterly  disabled  to  have  or  hold  any  CS^  or  Military 
Office  or  Employment  in  the  United  Kingdom  of  Chreat  Britain 
and  Ireland,  or  in  Her  Majesty's  Service;  and  a  Certificate 
thereof,  containing  the  Substance  and  Effect  of  the  Lidictment 
only,  omitting  the  formal  Part,  with  the  Copy  of  the  Entry  of 
the  Judgment  of  the  Court  thereon,  shall  be  transmittea  to 
the  Judge  Advocate  General  in  London, 

LXXXIL  And  for  enforcing  a  prompt  Observance  of  th^ 
Bules  and  Orders  for  the  due  Appropriation  of  tho  Public 
Funds  applicable  to  Army  Services,  and  in  order  that  a  true 
and  regular  Account  may  be  kept  and  rendered  by  the  Agents 

for 
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fbr  the  several  Corps,  be  it  enacted,  Hiat  the  said  Agents  ai^ 
hereby  required  to  observe  such  Orders  as  shall  from  Time  to 
Time  be  given  by  Her  Majesty  under  Her  Sign  Manual,  or  by

Commiasbn  in  Her  Majesty's  Forces,  shall  forfeit  for  eveiy 
such  Offence  the  Sum  of  One  hundred  Pounds;   and  every 
PecBon,  whether  authorized  or  not  as  an  Army  Agrat,  who  shaQ 
receive  any  Money  or  Beward  in  respect  of  any  such  Purchase, 
Sale,  or  Exchange,  or  shall  n^otiate  or  receive,  for  any  Purpose 
whatsoever,  any  Money  or  Confideration  where  no   Price  is 
allowed  by  Her  Majesty's  Kegnktions,  or  any  Money  or  Con.- 
sideration  ezceedmg  the  Amount  so  allowed,  shall  forfeit  One 
bnndred  Pounds,  and  Titeble  ike  Value  of  the  Consideration 
where  the  Commission  is  not  allowed  to  be  sold,  or  Treble  the 
BzoesB  of  sudi  Consideration  beyond  the  regular  Price. 

liXXXIY.  And  be  it  enacted.  That  every  Person  not  having  f&u^  far 
any  MiGtaiy  Commisnon  who  shall  give  or  procure  to  be  given  procu^  Ikbe 
any  untrue  Certificate,  whereby  to  excuse  any  Soldier  for  his  ^^"*®™' 
Absence  firam  any  Muster  or  anv  other  Service  which  he  ought 
to  attend  or  perform,  or  who  shall  directly  or  indirectly  cause  to 
be  taken  any  Money  or  Gratuity  for  mustering  any  Soldiers, 
or  finr  signitig  any  Muster  BoUs  or  Duplicates  thereof,  shall 
fivrfeit  for  every  such  Offence  the  Sum  of  Fifty  Pounds ;  and 
any  Person  who  shall  ialsely  be  mustered,  or  offer  himself  to  be 
mustered,  or  lend  or  furnish  any  Horse  to  be  fidsely  mustered, 
shall,  upon  Oath  made  by  Two  Witnesses  before  some  Justice 
of  the  I^eace  residing  near  the  Place  where  such  Muster  shall  be 
made,  forfeit  the  Sum  of  Twenty  Pohnds,  and  the  Informer, 
if  he  belongs  to  Her  Majesty's  Service,  shall,  if  he  demand  it,  be 
forthwith  mscharged.

desert,  shall  aid  or  assist  him  in  desertmg,  or,  knowing  any 
Soldier  to  be  a  Deserter,  shall  conceal  such  Deserter,  or  aid  or 
assist  such  Deserter  in  concealing  himself,  shall  be  deemed 
guilty  of  a  Misdemeanor,  and  shal^  on  Conviction  thereof,  be 
liable  to  be  punished  by  Fine  or  Imprisonment;,  or  both,  as  the 
Court  before  which  such  Conviction  shall  take  place  may 
adjudge.

lations, or  Regimental  Necessaries,  or  any  Article  of  Forage 
provided  for  any  Horses  belonging  tp  Her  Majesty's  Service,  or 
who  shall  have  in  his  or  her  Possession  or  Keeping  any  such 
Arms,  Ammunition,  Clothes,  Furniture,  Provisions,  Spirits, 
Articles,  Necessaries,  or  Forage  as  aforesaid,  and  shall  not  give 
a  satisfactory  Account  how  he  or  she  came  by  the  same,  or  shall 
change  the  Colour  of  any  Clothes  as  aforesaid,  shall  forfeit  for 
every  such  Offence  any  Sum  not  exceeding  Twenty  Pounds, 
together  with  Treble  Value  of  all  or  any  of  the  several  Articles 
of  which  such  Offender  shall  so  become  possessed ;  and  if  any 
Person  having  been  so  convicted  shall  afterwards  be  guilty  of

shall  be  committed,  a  reasonable  Cause  to  suspect  that  any  Person 
has  in  liis  or  her  Possession,  or  on  his  or  her  Premises,  any  Pro- 
perty of  the  Description  herein-before  described,  on  or  with 
respect  to  which  any  such  Offence  shall  have  been  committed, 
the  Justice  may  grant  a  Warrant  to  search  for  such  Property, 
as  in  the  Case  of  stolen  Goods ;  and  if  upon  Search  any  such 
Property  shall  be  found,  the  same  shall  and  may  be  seized  by 
the  Officer  charged  with  the  Execution  of  such  Warrant,  who 
shall  bring  the  Offender  in  whose  Possession  the  same  shall  be 
foiind  before  such  Justice,  to  be  dealt  with  according  to  Law : 
Provided  always,  that  it  shall  be  lawful  for  the  Legislature 
of  each  or  of  any  of  Her  Majesty's  Colonies,  on  the  Recom- 
mendation of  the  Officer  for  the  Time  being  administering  the 
Government  of  any  such  Colony,  but  not  otherwise,  to  make 
Provision  by  Law  for  reducing  such  pecuniary  Penalty  if  not 
exceeding  Twenty  Pounds  to  such  Amount  as  may  to  any  such 
Legislature  appear  to  be  better  adapted  to  the  Ability  and 
pecuniary  Means  of  Her  Majesty's  Subjects  and  others  inhabiting 
the  same,  which  reduced  Penalty  shall  be  sued  for  and  recovered 
in  such  and  the  same  Manner  as  the  full  Penalty  hereby  imposed : 
Provided  always,  that  it  shall  be  competent  to  Her  Majesty,  or 
to  the  Person  administering  the  Government  of  any  such  Colony 
on  Her  Majesty's  Behalf,  to  exercise,  in  respect  of  the  Laws  so 
to  be  passed  as  aforesaid,  all  such  Powers  and  Authorities  as 
are  by  Law  vested  in  Her  Majesty  or  in  any  such  Officer  as 
aforesaid  in  respect  of  any  other  Law  made  or  enacted  by  any 
such  Colonial  Legislature.

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order  to  excuse  any  Person  from  receiving  such  Officer  or  Soldier; 
or  shall  quarter  any  of  the  Wi^es,  Children,  Men  or  Maid  Ser- 
rants  of  any  Officers  or  Soldiers  in  any  such  Houses,  against 
the  '^Consent  of  the  Occupiers ;  or  shall  neglect  or  refuse  to 
execute  such  Warrants  of  fiie  Justices  as  shall  be  directed  to  him 
for  providing  Carriages,  Horses,  or  Vessels,  or  shall  demand 
more  than  the  legal  Rates  for  the  same;  or  if  any  Person 
ordered  by  any  Constable  in  manner  herein-before  du^cted  to 
provide  Carriages,  Horses,  or  Vessels  shall  refuse  or '  neglect 
to  provide  the  same  according  to  the  Ordiers  of  such  Constable, 
or  shall  do  any  Act  or  Thing  by  which  the  Execution  of  any 
Warrants  for  providing  Carnages,  Horses,  or  Vessels  shall  be 
hindered ;  or  if  any  Constable  shall  neglect  to  deliver  in  to  the 
Justices  at  Quarter  Sessions  Lists  of  Officers  and  Soldiers  of 
the  Foot  Guards  quartered  according  to  the  Provisions  of  this 
Acf,  or  shall  cause  to  be  delivered  defective  Lists  of  the  same ; 
or  if  any  Person  liable  by  this  Act  to  have  any  Officer  or  Soldier 
quartered  upon  him  shsdl  refuse  to  receive  and  to  afford  proper 
Accommodation  or  Diet  in  the  House  in  which  such  Officer  or 
Soldier  is  quartered,  and  to  furnish  the  several  Things  directed 
to  be  furnished  to  Officers  and  Soldiers,  or  shall  neglect  or  refiise 
to  furnish  good  and  sufficient  Stables,  together  with  good  and 
sufficient  Hay  and  Straw,  for  each  Horse,  at  the  Rate  established 
by  this  Act,  and  in  such  Quantities  as  shull  be  fixed  by  Her 
Majesty's  Regulations,  not  exceeding  Eighteen  Pounds  of  Hay 
and  Six  Pounds  of  Strsw per  Diem  for  each  Horse;  or  if  any 
Innkeeper  or  Victualler  not  having  good  and  sufficient  Stables 
shall  refuse  to  pay  over  to  the  Person  or  Persons  who  may  pro- 
vide Stabling  such  Allowance  by  way  of  Compensation  as  shall 
be  directed  by  any  Justice  of  the  Peace,  or  shall  pay  any  Sum 
or  Sums  of  Money  to  any  Soldier  on  the  March  in  lieu  of 
furnishing  in!  Kind  the  Diet  and  Small  Beer  to  which  such 
Soldier  is  entitled ;  such  Constable,  Victualler,  or  other  Person 
respectively  shall  forfeit  for  every  such  Offence,  Neglect,  or 
Refusal  any  Sum  not  exceeding  Five  Pounds  nor  less  than 
Forty  Shillings.

Marine  Forces  whue  on  Shore.       [23d  April  1847.] 

Vl/'HEREAS  it  is  judged  necessary  for  the  Safety  of  the 
*  ^    United  Kingdom,  and  the  Defence  of  the  Possessions 
of  this  Reahn,  that  a  Body  of  Royal  Marine  Forces  should 
be  employed  in  Her  Majesty's  Fleet  and  Naval  Service,  under 
the  Direction   of  the  Lord   High  Admiral  of  the  United 
Kingdom,  or  the  Commissioners  for  executing  the  Office  of 
Lord  High  Admiral  aforesaid :  And  whereas  the  said  Forces 
may  frequently  be  quartered  or  be  on  Shore,  or  sent  to  do 
Duty  or  be  on  board  Transport  Ships  or  Merchant  Ships  or 
Vessels,  or  Ships  or  Vessels  of  Her  Majesty,  or  other  Ships

Employer,  or  on  account  of  any  Debts  under  Thirty  Pounds 
in  the  said  Islands. 

IV".  And  be  it  enacted,  That  notliing  In  this  Act  contained 
shall  be  constraed  to  exempt  any  Officer  or  Marine  from  being 
proceeded  against  by  the  ordinary  Course  of  Law  for  Crimes 
thereby  cognizable;  and  any  Commanding  Officer  who  shall 
neglect  or  refuse,  when  due  Application  shall  be  niade  to  him 
for  that  Purpose,  to  deliver  over  to  the  Civil  Magistrate  any 
Officer  or  Marine  charged  with  any  capital  Offence,  or  with 
any  Violence  or  Offence  against  the  Person  or  Property  of  any 
of  Her  Majesty's  Subjects  punishable  by  the  known  Laws  of 
the  Land,  or  who  shall  wilfully  obstruct,  neglect,  or  refuse  to 
assist  any  Peace  Officer  in  apprehending  any  such  Offender, 
sliall,  upon  Conviction  thereof  in  any  of  Her  Majesty's  Courts 
at  Westminster^  Dublin^  or  Edinburgh^  be  deemed  to  be  there- 
upon cashiered,  and  shall  be  utterly  disabled  to  hold  any  Civil 
or  Military  Office  or  Employment  in  Her  Majesty's  Service ; 
and  a  Certificate  of  such  Conviction  shall  be  transmitted  to  the 
Secretary  of  the  Admiralty. 

V.  And  be  it  enacted.  That  no  Person  who  shall  have  been 
tried  before  any  of  the  ordinary  Courts  of  Law  for  any  Crime 
cognizable  in  such  Courts  shall  be  liable  to  be  punished  for  the 
same  by  any  Court-martial  otherwise  than  by  cashiering ;  and 
whenever  any  Officer  or  Marine  shall  have  been  tried  before  a 
Court  of  ordinary  Criminal  Jurisdiction,  the  Clerk  of  the  Court 
or  other  Officer  having  the  Custody  of  the  Records  of  such 
Court,  or  the  Deputy  of  such  Clerk,  shall,  if  required  by 
the  Officer  commanding  the  Division  to  which  such  Officer  or 
Marine  belongs,  transmit  to  him  a  Certificate  containing  the 
Substance  and  Effect  only,  omitting  the  formal  Part  of  the 
Indictment,  Conviction,  and  Entry  of  Judgment  thereon  or 
Aquittal  of  such  Officer  or  Marine,  and  shall  be  allowed  for 
such  Certificate  a  Fee  of  Three  Shillings. 

VI.  And  it  is  hereby  declared  and  enacted.  That  all  of  Her 
Majesty's  Royal  Marine  Forces  shall,  during  the  Time  they 
shall  be  respectively  borne  on  the  Books  of  any  of  Her  Ma-

against  and  punished  for  Offences  committed  by  them  whilst

employed  in  the  Royal  Navy  may  be  tried  or  punished ;  ex- 
cept when  and  so  long  as  any  Marine  Officers  or  Marines  shall 
be  landed  from  any  of  Her  Majesty's  Ships,  and  be  employed 
in  Military  Operations  on  shore,  and  when  on  such  Occasiona 
the  senior  Naval  Officer  present  shall  deem  it  expedient  to 
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18806  an  Order  deelaring  that  snch  Marine  Officers  and  Marines 
shall  during  such  Employment  on  shore  be  subject  to  the  Begu* 
lations  of  fiiis  Act,  in  which  Cases,  and  while  such  Order  shiedl

taken  from  the  original  Minutes,  or  by  the  Commanding  Officer, 
Adjutant,  or  other  Officer  having  the  Custody  of  the  Court- 
nuurtial  Book,  in  case  such  Copy  be  taken  from  the  said  Book, 
flball  be  sufficient  Evidence  of  such  Conviction;  and  it  shall

jmtm^  or  official  Character  of  the  Person  appearing  to  have 
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signed  such  last-mentioned  Certificate,  nor,  if  the  Court  be 
satisfied  from  all  the  Circumstanoes  of  the  Case  that  the  Pri- 
soner under  Trial  is  the  Person  mentioned  in  such  Certificate, 
shall  it  be  necessary  to  give  other  Proofs  of  the  Identity  of  the 
Person  of  the  Offender:  Provided  always,  that  before  any  such 
Evidence  shall  be  received  it  shall  be  proved  to  the  Satis&otion 
of  the  Court  that  the  said  Prisoner  haci  previously  to  his  Trial 
received  I^otioe  of  the  Intention  to  produce  such  Evidence 
against  him;  and  provided  also,  that  the  Court  shall  in  no 
Case  award  to  him  any  other  Punishment  or  Punishments  than 
maj  by  this  Act  and  by  the  Articles  of  War  be  awarded  for  the 
Offence  of  which  he  shall  have  been  so  found  guilty. 

XIX.  And  be  it  enacted,  That  every  Judge  Advocate,  or 
Person  officiating  as  such  at  a  G^eneral  Court-martial,  and  the 
President  of  every  District  or  Grarrison  Court-mardal,  are 
required  to  transmit,  with  as  much  Expedition  as  the  Oppoiw 
tunity  of  Time  and  Distance  of  Place  can  admit,  the  onmud

approved  or  not,  at  any  Time  not  sooner  than  Six  Months  if 
the  Trial  took  place  at  Qibraltar  or  in  liie  Mediterraneany  Three 
Months  if  at  any  other  Station  within  JEurape,  and  Twelve 
Months  if  elsewhere  in  Her  Majesty's  Dominions;  provided 
that  such  Demand  as  aforesaid  sluJl  have  been  made  within  the 
Spaoe  of  Three  Years  from  the  Date  of  the  Approval  or  other 
final  Decision  upon  the  Proceedings  before  such  uenend  Court* 
martial. 

XX  And  be  it  enacted.  That  no  Officer  or  Soldier  beingr 
acquitted  or  convicted  of  any  Offence  shall  be  liable  to  be  tried 
a  second  Time  by  the  same  or  any  other  Conrt*martial  for  the 
same  Ofibnce,  and  that  no  Finding,  Opimon,  or  Sentence  given 
by  any  Courtrmartial,  and  signed  by  the  President  thereof,  shall 
be  revised  more  than  once,  nor  shall  any  additional  Evidence  be 
received  by  the  Court  on  any  Revision.

sel, or  in  any  Place  whatever,  where  or  while  being  in  any  Cir- 
cumstances in  which  he  shall  not  be  subject  to,  or  not  be  liable 
or  punishable  by,  the  Laws  relating  to  the  Government  of  Her 
Majesty's  Forces  by  Sea,  be^,  excite,  cause,  or  join  in  any 
Mutmy  or  Sedition  in  Her  Maje8ty\i  Marino  or  other  FeMe% 
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or  flluJl  not  use  his  utmoet  findeavoars  to  suppress  any  saoh 
Mutiny  or  Sedition,  or  coming  to  the  Knowledge  of  any  Mutiny 
or  intended  Mutiny  shall  not  without  Delay  give  Information 
thereof  to  his  Commanding  Officer ;  or  shall  misbehave  himself 
before  the  Enemy;  or  shall  shamefully  abandon  or  deliver  up 
any  Grarrison,  Fortress,  Post,  or  Guard  committed  to  his  Chaige 
or  which  he  shall  be  commanded  to  defend;  or  shall  compel 
the  Governor  or  Commanding  Officer  of  any  Garrison,  Fortress, 
or  Post  to  deliver  up  to  the  Enemy  or  to  abandon  the  same ; 
or  shall  speak  Words  or  use  any  other  Means  to  induce  such 
Groveraor  or  Commanding  Officer  or  any  oth^  to  misbehave 
before  the  Enemy,  or  ahamefuUy  to  abandon  or  deliver  up  any 
Garrison,  Fortress,  Post,  or  Guard  committed  to  their  respec- 
tive Charge,  or  which  he  or  they  shall  be  commanded  to  defend ; 
or  shall  leave  his  Post  before  relieved,  or  shall  be  found  sleeping 
on  his  Post ;  or  shall  hold  Correspondence  with  or  give  Advice 
or  Intelligence  to  any  Rebel,  Pirate,  or  Enemy  of  Her  Majesty, 
ttther  by  Letters,  Messages,  Signs,  Tokens,  or  any  other  Ways 
or  Means  whatever ;  or  shall  treat  or  enter  into  any  Terms  with 
any  snoh  Rebel,  Pirate,  or  Enemy,  without  the  Licence  of  the 
Loa:d  High  Admiral  of  the  said  United  Kingdom  or  the  Com** 
missioners  for  executing  the  Office  of  Lord  High  Admiral  afore- 
said,  for  the  Time  being ;  or  shall  strike  or  use  or  offer  any 
Yiolenoe  agunst  his  Superior  Officer  being  in  the  Execution  of 
his  Offioe,  or  shall  disobey  any  lawful  Command  of  his  Superior 
Officer ;  or  who  being  confined  in  a  Military  Prison  ^shall  offer 
any  Violence  against  a  Visitor  or  other  Officer  being  in  the 
Ezeeatioii  of  his  Office,  or  shall  violate  any  Law  or  R^ulation 
of  or  relating  to  any  Military  Prison ;  or  shall  desert  Her 
Mqesty'a  S^vice;  every  Person  so  ofiending  in  any  of  the 
Matters  before  mentioned  shall  suffer  Death  or  such  other 
Punishment  as  by  a  Court-martial  shall  be  awarded.

TnnsporutioiL  Person  employed  in  any  Manner  in  the  Care  or  Distribution  of 

any  Money,  JProvisions,  Forage,  or  Stores  belonging  to  Her 
Majesty's  Boyal  Marine  Forces  or  for  their  Use,  who  shall 
embezzle  or  fraudulently  misapply,  damage,  or  be  concerned  in 
or  connive  at  the  Embezzlement,  fraudulent  Misap{dication,  or 
Damage  of  any  Money,  Provisions,  Forage,  Arms,  Clothing,

every  Person  so  offending  shall  for  every  such  Offence  forfeit 
the  Sum  of  Twenty  Poimds.

Mating  and  amending  the  Laws^  in  Ireland  relative  to  Larceny 
and  other  Offences  connected  therewith,  or,  if  in  Scotland,  shall 
be  deemed  guilty  of  Falsehood,  Fraud,  and  wilful  Imposition, 
and  every  Person  so  deemed  to  be  guilfy  of  obtaining  Money 
under  false  Pretences,  or  of  Falsehc^,  Fraud,  and  wilful  Im- 
position (as  the  Case  may  be),  shall  be  liable  to  be  proceeded

aliaD  take  the  said  Oath  of  Fidelity. 

.  LIX.  And  be  it  enacted,  That  any  Becruit  appearmg  as  Dissent  and 
aforesaid  before  such  Justice  shall  be  at  liberty  to  declare  his  KeWef  fipom 
Dissent  to  such  Enlisting,  and  upon  such  Declaration,  and  re-  ™*"*™«"*- 
turning  the  Enlisting  Money,  and  also  paying  the  Sum  of  Twenty 
Shillings  for  the  Charges  expended  upon  him,  together  with  the 
fiill  Amount  pf  Subsktence  and  Beer  Money  which  shall  have 
been  pud  to  such  Becruit  subsequent  to  his  Enlistment,  shall  be 
forthwith  discharged  in  the  Presence  of  such  Justice ;  but  if  such 
Person  shall  refuse  or  neglect,  within  the  Space  of  Twenty-four 
Hours  after  so  declaring  his  Dissent,  to  return  and  pay  such 
Money  as  aforesaid,  he  shall  be  deemed  and  taken  to  be  enlisted 
as  if  he  had  given  his  Assent  thereto  before  the  said  Justice ; 
provided  that  it  shall  be  lawAil  for  any  Justice  to  discharge  any 
Person  who  shall  have  hastily  enlisted,  and  who  shall  apply  to 
him  to  declare  his  Dissent  within  such  Four  Days  as  aforesaid, 
upon  Payment  of  the  Sum  of  Money  required  to  be  paid  by  any 
Becruit  declaring  his  Dissent  under  this  Act,  notwithstanding 
no  Person  belopging  to  the  Becruiting  Party  shall  be  with  the 
Kecroit,  if  it  shall  appear  to  such  Justieeupon  Proof  to  his  Satis- 
&otiow.  hat  the  Becruiting  Party  has  left  the  Place  where  such 
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Becruit  was  enlisted^  or  that  the  Becmit  could  not  procure  any 
Person  belonging  to  such  Party  to  go  with  him  before  the 
Justice ;  and  the  Sum  paid  by  such  Recruit  upon  his  Discharge 
shall  be  kept  by  the  Justice,  and  after  deducting  One  Shilling, 
as  the  Fee  to  his  Clerk  for  reporting  the  Payment  to  the  Secre- 
tary of  the  Admiralty,  shall  be  pidd  to  any  Person  belonging  to 
the  Recruiting  Party  entitled  thereto,  and  demanding  the  same ; 
provided  that  no  Recruit  who  has  actually  though  erroneously 
been  discharged  by  the  Justice  before  the  Expiration  of  Twenty- 
four  Hours  after  the  Time  of  his  linlistment  shall  be  liable  on 
that  Account  to  be  proceeded  against  as  having  deserted  from 
Her  Majesty's  Service ;  and  the  Justice  who  shall  discharge  any 
Recruit  shall  in  every  Case  give  to  him  a  Certificate  under  his 
Hand  specifying  the  Cause  thereof. 
Offenees  eon.  LX.  And  be  it  enacted.  That  if  any  Recruit  shall  receive  the 
Erf^taM  *L       Enlisting  Money  from  any  Person  employed  in  the  Recruiting 

Service  (knowing  it  to  be  such),  and  shall  abscond  or  refuse  to 
;o  before  a  Justice,  or  shall  absent  himself  from  the  Recruiting 
^arty  or  Person  with  whom  he  enlisted,  and  shall  not  volun- 
tarily return  to  go  before  some  Justice  within  such  Period  of 
Four  Days  as  i^oresaid,  such  Recruit  shall  be  deemed  to  be 
enlisted  and  a  Private  in  Her  Majesty's  Royal  Marine  Forces 
as  fully  to  all  Intents  and  Purposes  as  if  he  had  been  duly 
attested,  and  may  be  apprehended  and  punished  as  a  Deserter, 
or  for  being  absent  without  Leave,  under  any  Articles  of  War 
made  for  the  Punishment  of  Mutiny  and  Desertion ;  and  such 
Recruit  shall  not  be  discharged  by  any  Justice  of  the  Peace 
after  the  Expiration  of  such  Four  Days  as  aforesaid,  unless  it 
shall  be  proved  to  the  Satisfaction  of  such  Justice  that  the  true 
Name  and  Residence  of  the  Recruit  were  disclosed  and  known 
to  the  Recruiting  Party,  and  that  no  Notice  was  given  to  the 
Recruit,  or  left  at  his  usual  Place  of  Abode,  of  his  having  so 
enlisted ;  provided  that  in  every  Case  wherein  any  Recruit  shall 
have  received  Enlisting  Money,  and  shall  have  absconded  from 
the  Party,  so  that  it  shall  not  be  possible  immediately  to  appre- 
hend and  bring  him  before  a  Justice,  the  Officer  or  Non-com- 
missioned Officer  commanding  the  Party  shall  produce  to  the 
Justice  beforo  whom  the  Recruit  ought  regularly  to  have  been 
brought  for  Attestation  a  Certificate  of  the  Name  and  Place  of 
Residence  of  such  Recruit ;  and  the  Justice  to  whom  such  Cer- 
tificate shall  be  produced  shall,  after  satisfying  himself  that  the 
Recruit  who  had  absconded  cannot  be  found  and  apprehended^ 
transmit  a  Duplicate  thereof  to  the  Secretary  of  the  Admiralty, 
in  order  that,  in  the  event  of  such  Recruit  being  afterwards 
apprehended  and  reported  as  a  Deserter,  the  Facts  of  his  having 
received  Enlisting  Money,  and  having  absconded  after  having 
been  enlisted,  may  be  ascertained  before  he  shall  be  finally 
adjudged  to  be  a  Deserter ;  and  it  shall  be  lawful  for  any  Two 
Justices  acting  for  the  County,  Division,  District,  or  Place 
whero  any  such  Recruit  shall  at  any  Time  happen  to  be,  when 
any  such  Recruit  shall  be  brought,  and  shall  be  proved  upon 
Oath  beforo  them  to  have  concealed  his  belonging  or  having 
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belonged  to  the  Militia^  or  any  Begiment^  or  to  the  Marines, 
Ordnance,  or  Navy,  or  the  Forces  of  the  ilast  India  Company, 
and  discharged,  or  to  have  concealed  his  having  been  discharged 
on  any  prior  Enlistment,  or  to  have  wilfuUy  concealed  any 
Infirmity,  or  designedly  made  any  false  Representation  at  or 
previondy  to  the  Time  of  receiving  Enlisting  Money  or  upon 
being  attested,  to  adjudge  such  Bemiit,  if  in  Englandy  to  be  a 
Bogae  and  Vagabond,  and  to  sentence  him  to  such  Punish- 
ment as  by  any  Law  may  ^be  inflicted  on  Bogues  and  Vaga- 
bonds, and  to  adjudge  such  Person,  if  in  Scotland  or  Ireland^ 
to  be  imprisoned  with  hard  Labour  in  any  Prison  or  House 
of  Correction  for  any  Period  not  exceeding  Three  Months; 
and  any  Becruit  who  shall  designedly  make  any  false  Bepre- 
sentation  of  any  Particular  contained  in  the  Oaths  and  Cer- 
tificates in  the  Schedule  to  this  Act  annexed  before  the  Justice 
at  the  Time  of  his  Attestation,  and  shall  obtain  any  Enlisting 
Money,  or  any  Bounty  for  entering  into  Her  Majesty's  Service, 
or  any  other  Money,  shall  be  deemed  guilty  of  obtaining  Money 
under  false  Pretences,  within  the  true  Intent  and  Meaning,  if 
in  England^  of  an  Act  passed  in  the  Session  holden  in  the 
Seventh  and  Eighth  Years  of  His  Majesty  King  George  the 
Fourth,  intituled  An  Act  for  consolidating  and  amending  the  7&8G.4.  c29. 
Laws  in  England  relative  to  Larceny  and  other  Offences  con^ 
mected  tkerewithy  and  if  in  Ireland,  of  an  Act  passed  in  the  Ninth 
Year  of  the  Beign  of  His  Majesty  King  George  the  Fourth, 
indtoled  An  Act  for  consolidating  and  amending  the  Laws  in  9  G.  4.  c.  SS, 
Ireland  relative  to  Larceny  and  other  Offences  connected  there" 
with,  and  such  Becrait,  if  in  Scotland,  shall  be  deemed  guilty 
of  Falsehood,  Fraud,  and  wilful  Imposition,  and  any  such 
Becrait  shall  be  tried  for  anv  such  Offence  in  any  County  or 
Place  where  he  may  at  any  Time  happen  to  be ;  and  the  Pro- 
duction of  such  Certificate,  and  Proof  of  the  Handwriting  of  the 
Justice  giving  such  Certificate,  shall  be  sufficient  Evidence  of 
such  Parly  having  represented  the  several  Particulars  contained 
in  the  Oath  sworn  by  him,  and  specified  in  the  Certificate  of 
the  Justice  at  the  Time  of  his  having  been  attested ;  and  that 
Proof  by  the  Oath  of  One  or  more  credible  Witnesses  that 
the  Person  so  prosecuted  hath  voluntarily  acknowledged  that 
at  the  Time  of  his  Enlistment  he  belonged  to  the  Militia,  or  to 
any  Begiment  in  Her  Majesty's  Service,  or  to  Her  M^esty's 
Navy  or  Marine,  or  Ordnance,  shall  be  deemed  and  taken  as 
Evidence  of  the  Fact  so  by  him  acknowledged,  without  Pro- 
duction of  any  Boll  or  other  Document  to  prove  the  same ;  and 
such  Proof  of  such  Acknowledgment  shall  be  certified  to  the 
Secretary  of  the  Admiralty  by  the  Justice  before  whom  such 
Proof  shall  have  been  given ;  and  any  Man  having  been  enrolled 
to  serve  in  the  Militia  at  the  Time  of  offering  to  enlist  into  the 
Marines  who  shall  deny  that  he  is  a  Militia  Man  then  actually 
enrolled  and  engaged  to  serve,  or  shall  deny  to  the  Justice  before 
whom  he  shall  be  attested  that  he  belongs  to  the  Militia,  shall 
Qo  Conviction  thereof  before  any  One  Justice  in  the  United 
Kingdcm,  either  upon  the  Oath  of  One  Witness  or  upon  his 
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own  Confession^  or  upon  the  Produotion  of  the  Attestation  and 
the  before-mentioned  Acknowledgment  of  such  Person,  certified 
by  the  Secretary  of  the  Admiralty^  be  con^tted  to  the  Common 
Gaol  or  House  of  Correction,  there  to  remain  without  Bail  or 
Mainprize  for  and  during  any  Time  not  exceeding  Six  Calendar 
Months,  over  and  above  any  Penalty  or  Punishment  to  which 
such  Person  so  offending  maybe  otherwise  liable, and  shall  fixMn 
the  Day  on  which  his  Engagement  to  serve  in  the  Militia  shall 
end,  and  not  sooner,  belong  as  a  Marine  to  the  Division  of  Her 
Majesty's  Royal  Marine  Forces  into  which  he  has  so  enlisted: 
Provided  also,  that  every  such  Person  shall  be  liable  to  serve  in 
Her  Majesty's  Royal  Marine  Forces  in  which  he  has  so  enlisted 
during  all  the  Time  the  Militia  to  which  he  shall  belong  shall 
remain  disembodied,  or  shall  not  be  called  out  for  Training  or 
Exercise,  and  shall  during  all  such  Time  be  subject  to  all  the 
Provisions  of  this  Act,  and  be  liaUe  to  be  apprehended  and 
dealt  with  and  punished  as  a  Deserter  from  the  Marines  if  he 
shall  neglect  or  refuse  to  join  and  serve  therein. 

LXL  And  be  it  enacted,  That  every  Marine  Officer  who 
shall  wilfiilly  act  contrary  to  the  Provisions  of  this  Act  in  any 
respect  regarding  the  enlisting  and  attesting  of  Becruits  for  Her 
Majesty's  Service  shall,  upon  Proof  thereof  upon  Oath  by  Two 
Witnesses  before  a  General  Court-martial,  be  cashiered,  and 
disabled  to  hold  any  Civil  or  Military  Office  or  Employment  in 
Her  Majesty's  Service. 

LXII.  And  be  it  enacted.  That  any  Person  duly  bound  as 
an  Apprentice  who  shall  enlist  into  Her  Majesty's  Royal  Marine 
Forces,  and  shall  state  to  the  Magistrate  before  whom  he  shall 
be  carried  and  attested  that  he  is  not  an  Apprentice,  shall  be 
deemed  guilty  of  obtaining  Money  by  &lse  Pretences  within  the 
irue  Intent  and  Meaning  of  the  before-recited  Acts,  if  in  Enaland 
or  in  Ireland^  and  of  FsJsehood,  Fraud,  and  wilful  Imposition  if 
in  Scotland^  and  shall  after  the  Expiration  of  his  Apprentice- 
ship,  whether  he  shall  have  been  so  convicted  and  pbnished  or 
not,  be  liable  to  serve  as  a  Marine  according  to  the  Terms  of  the 
Enlistment,  and  if  on  the  Expiration  of  his  Apprenticeship  he 
shall  not  deliver  himself  up  to  some  Officer  authorized  to  receive 
Recruits  may  be  taken  as  a  Deserter  from  Her  Majesty's  Royal 
Marine  Forces. 

LXIII.  And  be  it  enacted.  That  no  Master  shall  be  entitled 
to  claim  an  Apprentice  who  shall  enlist  as  a  Marine  in  Her 
Majesty's  Service  unless  such  Master  shall,  within  One  Calendar 
Month  next  after  such  Apprentice  shall  have  left  his  Service^ 
go  before  some  Justice,  and  take  the  Oath  mentioned  in  the 
Schedule  to  this  Act  annexed,  and  at  the  Time  of  making  his 
Claim  produce  to  the  Officer  under  whose  Command  the  Recruit 
shall  be  the  Certificate  of  such  Justice  of  his  having  taken  such 
Oath,  which  Certificate  such  Justice  is  required  to  give  in  the 
Form  in  the  Schedule  to  this  Act  annexed;  nor  unless  such 
Apprentice  shall  have  been  bound,  if  in  England^  for  the  full 
Term  of  Seven  Years,  (not  having  been  above  the  Age  of  Four- 
teen Years  when  so  bound,)  and,  if  in  Ireland  or  in  the  British 
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Islesy  for  the  full  Term  of  Fiye  Years  at  the  leasts  (not  having 
been  above  the  Age  of  Sixteen  when  so  bonnd,)  and^  if  in  Scair 
land,  for  the  full  Term  at  least  of  Four  Years^  by  a  regular 
Contract  of  Indenture  of  Apprenticeship,  duly  extended,  signed, 
and  teated,  and  binding  on  both  Parties  by  the  Law  of  ScatUmd, 
prior  to  the  Period  of  Enlistment,  and  unless  such  Contract 
or  Indenture  in  Scotland  shall,  within  Three  .Months  after  the  ' 
Commencement  of  the  Apprenticeship  and  before  the  Period  of 
Enlistment,  have  been  produced  to  a  Justice  of  the  Peace  of  the 
County  in  Scotland  wherein  the  Parties  reside,  and  there  shall 
have  been  endorsed  thereon  by  such' Justice  a  Certificate  or 
Declaration  signed  by  him,  iqiecifying  *the  Date  when  and  the 
Person  by  whom  such  Contract  or  Indenture  shall  have  been  so 
produced,  which  Certificate  or  Declaration  such  Justice  of  the 
Peace  ia  hereby  required  to  endorse  and  sign ;  nor  unless  any 
such  Apprentice  shsJl,  when  claimed  by  such  Master,  be  under 
Twenty-one  Years  of  Age;  provided  that  any  Master  of  an 
Apprentice  indentured  for  the  Sea  Service  shall  be  entitled  to 
claun  and  recover  him  in  the  Form  and  Manner*  above  directed, 
notwithstanding  such  Apprentice  may  have  been  bound  for  a 
less  Term  than  Seven,  Five,  or  Four  Years  as  aforesaid :  Pro- 
vided also,  that  any  such  Master  who  shall  give  up  the  Inden- 
tures of  Apprenticeship  within  One  Month  after  the  enlisting 
of  such  Apprentice  shall  be  entitled  to  receive,  to  his  own  Use, 
so  much  of  the  Bounty  payable  to  such  Becruit,  after  deducting 
therefrom  Two  Guineas  to  provide  him  with  Necessaries,  as 
shall  not  have  been  pud  to  such  Becruit  before  Notice  given  of 
his  being  an  Apprentice. 

LXIY.  And  be  it  enacted.  That  no  Apprentice  clahned  by  No  Apprentice 
his  Master  shall  be  taken  from  any  Division,   Detachment,  cl«unedbythe 
Recruiting  Party,  or  Ship  of  Her  Majesty,  except  under  a  ^J^^^  ^ 
Warrant  of  a  Justice  residing  near  and  within  whose  Jurisdio-  without  a  War- 
licn  such  Apprentiqe  shall  then  happen  to  be,  and  before  whom  ^^^ 
he  shall  be  carried;   and  such  Justice  shall  inquire  into  the 
•Matter  upon  Oath  (which  Oath  he  is  hereby  empowered  to 
administer),  and  shall  require  the  Production  and  Proof  of  the 
Indenture,  and  that  Notice  of  the  said  Warrant  has  been  given 
to  the  Commanding  Officer,  and  a  Copy  thereof  left  with  some 
Officer  or  Non-commissioned  Officer  of  the  Party,  and  that  such 
Person  so  enlisted  declared  that  he  was  no  Apprentice;   and  Puniahment of 
such  Justice,  if  required  by  such  Officer  or  Non-commissioned  Apprentices 
Officer,  shall  commit  the  Offender  to  the  Common  Gaol  of  the  ®°^'^°^" 
£aid  Place^  and  shall  keep  the  Indenture  to  be  produced  when 
required,  and  shall  bind  over  such  Person  as  he  may  think 
iavq)er  to  give  Evidence  against  the  Offender,  who  shall  be  tried 
at  die  next  or  at  the  Sessions  immediately  succeeding  the  next 
Grenend  or  Quarter  Sessions  of  the  County,  Division,  or  Place, 
unless  the  Court  shall  on  just  Cause  put  off  the  Trial ;  and  the 
Production  of  the  Indenture,  with  the  Certificate  of  the  Justices 
that  the  samci  was  proved,  shall  be  sufficient  Evidence  of  the 
said  Indenture ;  and  every  such  Offender  in  Scotland  may  be 
tried  by  the  Judge  Ordinary  in  the  County  or  Stewartry  in 
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such  and  the  like  Manner  as  any  Person  may  be  tried  in 
Scotland  for  any  Offence  not  inferring  a  Capital  Punishment^ 
provided  that  any  Justice  not  required  as  aibresaid  to  conunit 
such  Apprentice  may  deliver  him  to  his  Master. 

LX  V.  And  be  it  enacted^  That  it  shall  be  lawAil  for  the 
Justice  before  whom  any  Recruit  shall  be  attested  before  the 
Expiration  of  the  Term  of  Service  for  which  he  had  been  hired 
by  his  Master  to  adjudge  to  such  Recruit  a  reasonable  Pro- 
portion of  his  Wages  for  the  Time  he  has  actually  served ;  and 
the  said  Justice  shall  make  an  Order  for  the  Payment  of  the 
Amount  so  awarded^  and  if  the  same  be  not  paid  within  Four 
Days  shall  issue  his  Warrant  for  levying  the  same  by  Distress 
and  Sale  of  the  Goods  and  Chattels  of  the  Master. 

LXVI.  '  And  whereas  certain  Marines  who  have  heretofore 

*  been  duly  enlisted^  and  who  have  voluntarily  taken  the  Oath 

*  of  Allegiance  and  Fidelity,  and  are  now  receiving  Her  Ma- 

*  jesty's  Pay,  have  been  sworn  and  attested,  but  Doubts  have 
'  arisen  whether  the  Justices  before  whom  the  said  Marines 

*  have  been  so'swom  and  attested  were  the  proper  Justices  to 

*  administer  to  such  Marines  the   Oaths  prescribed  by  the 

*  several  Acts  passed  for  the  Regulation  of  Her  Majesty's  Royal 

*  Marine  Forces  while  on  shore ; '  be  it  enacted.  That  in  every 
Case  where  any  such  Marine  having  been  duly  enlisted  shall 
have  been  so  attested  and  sworn,  and  shall  not  have  claimed  to 
be  discharged  on  or  before  the  Seventeenth  Day  of  March  One 
thousand  eight  hundred  and  forty-six,  he  shall  not  be  entitled 
to  his  Discharge  by  reason  of  such  Informality,  but  shall  be 
liable  to  all  the  Provisions  of  this  Act,  and  of  the  Act  passed 
in  the  last  Session  of  Parliament,  for  the  Regulation  of  Her 
Majesty's  Royal  Marine  Forces  while  on  shore,  where  in  force, 
and  shall  be  entitled  to  the  full  Benefit  of  his  past  Service,  and 
to  all  Pay  and  Pension  in  respect  thereof,  to  all  Intents  and 
Purposes,  and  in  like  Manner,  as  if  he  had  been  duly  attested 
and  sworn. 

LXYII.  And  be  it  enacted.  That  it  shall  also  be  lawfiil  for 
the  Lord  High  Admiral,  and  also  for  the  said  Commissioners 
for  executing  the  Office  of  Lord  High  Admiral,  to  give  Orders 
for  withholding  the  Pay  of  any  Officer  or  Marine  for  any  Period 
during  which  such  Officer  or  Marine  shall  be  absent  without 
Leave,  or  improperly  absent  from  his  Duty,  or  in  case  of  any 
Doubt  as  to  the  proper  Issue  of  Pay,  to  withhold  it  from  the 
Parties  aforesaid  until  the  said  Lord  High  Admiral  or  the  said 
Commissioners  shall  come  to  a  Determination  upon  the  Case. 

LXVIII.  '  And  whereas  there  is  and  may  be  Occasion  for 
'  the  marching  and  also  for  the  quartering  of  the  Royal  Marine 
<  Forces  when  on  shore;'  be  it  enacted.  That  during  the  Con* 
tinuance  of  this  Act,  upon  the  Order  or  Orders  in  Writing  in 
that  Behalf  under  the  Hand  of  the  Lord  High  Admiral,  or  the 
Hands  of  Two  or  more  of  the  Commissioners  for  executing  the 
Office  of  Lord  High  Admiral,  for  the  Time  being,  it  shtdl  be 
lawful  for  all  Constables  and  other  Persons  specified  in  this 
Act  in  England  and  Ireland^  and  they  are  hereby  reqqired,  to 

billet

hillet  the  Officers  aiid  Marines,  whether  marching  or  otherwise, 
and  all  Staff  and  Field  Officers  Horses,  and  all  B&t  and  Bag- 
gage Horses  belonging  to  the  Boyal  Marine  Forces,  when  on 
actual  Service,  not  exceeding  for  each  Officer  the  Number 
for  which  Forage  is  allowed  by  Her  Majesty's  Regulations,  in 
Victualling  Houses  and  other  Houses  speofied  in  this  Act, 
takiw  care   in  Ireland  not  to  billet  less  than  Two  Men  in 
any  One  House ;  and  they  shall  be  received  by  the  Occupiers 
of  such  Houses,  and  be  furnished  with  proper  Accommodation 
in  such  Houses,  and  in  England  with  Diet  and  Small  Beer, 
and  with  Stables,  Hay,  and  Straw  for  such  Horses  as  afore- 
said, paying  and  allowing   for  the   same  the  several  Bates 
herein-afler  provided ;  and  at  no  Time  when  Marines  are  on 
March  shall  any  of  them  be  billeted  above  One  Mile  from 
the  Place  mentioned  in  the  Koute ;  and  in  all  Places  where 
Marines  shall  be  billeted  in  pursuance  of  this  Act  the  Officers 
and  their  Horses  shall  be  billeted  in  one  'and  the  same  House, 
except  in  case  of  Necessity ;  and  the  Constables  are  hereby 
requued  to  billet  all  Marines  on  their  March  in  a  just  and 
equal  Proportion  upon  the  Keepers  of  all  JEIouses  within  One 
Mile  of  the  Place  mentioned  in  the  Boute,  although  some  of 
such  Houses  may  be  in  the  adjoining  County,  in  like  Manner 
in  every  respect  as  if  such  Houses  were  therein  locally  situated : 
Provided  always,  that  nothing  herein  contained  shall  be  con- 
strued to  extend  to  authorize  any  Constable  to  billet  Marines 
out  of  the  County  to  which  such  Constable  belongs  when  .the 
Constable  of  the  adjoining  County  shall  be  present  and  under- 
take to  billet  the  due  Proportion  of  Men  in  such  adjoining 
County ;  and  no  more  Billets  shall  at  any  Time  be  ordered  than 
there  are  effective  Marines  and  Horses  present  to  be  billeted ; 
all  which  Billets,  when  made  out  by  such  Constables,  shall  be 
delivered  into  the  Hands  of  the  Commanding  Officer  present; 
and  if  any  Person  shall  find  himself  aggrieved  by  having  an 
imdue  Proportion  of  Marines  billeted  in  his  House,  and  shall 
prefer  his  Complaint,  if  against  a  Constable  or  other  Person  not 
being  a  Justice,  to  One  or  more  Justices,  and  if  against  a  Jus- 
tice, then  to  Two  or  more  Justices  within  whose  Jurisdiction 
snch  Marines  are  billeted,  such  Justices  respectively  shall  have 
Power  to  order  such  of  the  Marines  to  be  removed  and  to  be 
billeted  upon  other  Persons  as  they  shall  see  Cause ;  and  when 
any  Horses  belonging  to  the  Officers  of  Her  Majesty's  Boyal 
Marine  Forces  shall  be  billeted  upon  the  Occupiers  of  Houses 
who  shall  have  no  Stables,  then,  upon  a  written  Requisition  of 
the  Officer  commanding  sudi  Marines,  the  Constable  is  hereby 
required  to  billet  the  Horses  upon  some  other  Person  having 
Stables  by  this  Act  liable  to  have  Officers  and  Marines  billeted 
upon  them,  and  any  Two  or  more  Justices  of  the  Peace  may 
order  a  proper  Allowance  to  be  paid  by  the  Persons  relieved  to 
the  Persons  receiving  such  Horses,  or  to  be  applied  in  the 
furnishing  the  requisite  Accommodation ;  and  the  Commanding

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Conveniende  or  Benefit  of  the  Setvice,  provided  the  Number  of 
Men  and  Horses  do  not  ejcceed  the  Number  at  that  Time  bil-^ 
leted  on  such  Houses ;  tind  the  Constables  are  hereby  required 
t^  billet  such  Men  and  Horses  so  exchanged  accordingly ;  and 
it  shall  be  lawful  for  any  Justice,  at  the  Bequest  of  any  Officer 
or  Non-commissioned  Officer  commanding  any  Marines  requiring 
Billets^  to  extend  any  Boute>  or  enlarge  the  District  within  which 
Billets  shall  be  required,  in  such  Manner  as  shidl  appear  to  be 
most  Convenient  to  Her  Majesty's  Service:  Provided  always, 
that  to  prevent  or  punish  all  Abuses  in  billeting  Marines  it  shall 
be  lawml  for  any  Justice,  within .  his  Jurisdiction,  by  Warrant 
or  Order  under  his  Hand  to  require  any  Constable  to  give  him 
an  Account  in  Wiitbg  of  the  Number  of  Officers  and  Marines 
who  shall  be  quarter^  by  such  Constable,  together  with  tiie 
Names  of  the  Persons  upon  whom  such  Officers  and  Marines 
are  billeted,  stating  the  Street  or  Place  where  such  Persons 
dwell,  and  the  Signs,  if  any,  belonging  to  their  Houses ;  and  it 
shall  be  lawful  for  Constables  to  billet  Officers  and  Marines  in 
Scotland  according  to  the  Provisidns  of  the  Laws  in  force  in 
Scotland  at  the  Time  of  its  Union  with  JEhgland;  and  no  Officer 
shall  be  obliged  to  pay  for  his  Lodging  where  he  shall  be  r^u- 
Ikrly  billeted,  except  in  the  Suburbs  of  Edinburgh :  Provided 
always,  that  no  Justice  being  an  Officer  of  iRoyal  Marines  shall 
directly  or  indirectly  be  concerned  in  billeting  or  appointing 
Quarters  imder  this  Act. 
innkeep^^  LXIX.  And  bc  it  enacted.  That  the  Innholderor  other  Per- 
son on  whom  any  Marine  is  billeted  in  England  shall,  if  required 
by  such  Marine,  furnish  him  for  every  Day  on  the  March,  ftnd 
for  a  Period  not  exceeding  Two  Days  when  halted  at  any 
intermediate  Place  upon  the  March,  and  for  the  Day  of  the 
Arrival  at  the  Place  of  final  Destination,  with  One  hot  Meal  in 
each  Day,  the  Meal  to  consist  of  such  Quantities  of  Diet  and 
Small  Beer  as  may  be  fixed  by  Her  Majesty's  Regulations,  not 
exceeding  One  Pound  and  a  Quarter  of  Meat  previously  to 
being  dressed.  One  Pound  of  Bread,  One  Pound  of  Potatoes 
or  other  Vegetables,  and  Two  Pints  of  Small  Beer,  and  Vinegar, 
Salt,  and  Pepper,  and  for  such  Meal  the  Innholder  or  other 
Person  furnishing  the  same  shall  be  paid  the  Sum  of  Ten- 
pence  ;  and  all  Innhold^rs  and  other  Persons  on  whom  Marines 
may  be  billeted  in  England^  except  when  on  the  March,  and 
entitled  to  be  furnished  with  the  hot  Meal  as  aforesaid,  shall 
furnish  such  Marines  with  Candles,  Vinegar,  and  Salt,  and  shall 
allow  them  the  Use  of  Fire  and  the  necessary  Utensils  for 
dressing  and  eating  their  Meat,  and  shall  be  paid  in  considera- 
tion thereof  the  Sum  of  a  Halfpenny  per  Diem  for  each  Marine ; 
and  the  Sum  to  be  pfdd  to  the  Innholder  or  other  Person  on 
whom  any  of  the  Horses  belonging  to  Hei*  Majesty's  Royal 
Marine  Forces  shall  be  billeted,  in  England^  for  Hay  and  Straw,

the  Secretary  of  the  Admiralty  is  hereby  required,  upon  Certi* 

ficate  of  the  Justices  before  whom  such  Oath  shall  be  made  of

rants a  Fee  of  One  Shilling  only  shall  be  paid,)  requiring  him 
tb  provide  the  Carriages,  Horses,  Oxen,  and  Drivers  therein 
fiientioned,  (allowing  sufficient  Thne  to  do  the  same,)  specifying 
the  Places  frotn  and  to  which  the  said  Carriages  shall  travel, 
and  the  Distance  between  the  Places,  for  which  Distance  only 
so  specified  Payment  shall  be  demanded,  and  which  Distance 
ahall  not,  except  in  Cases  of  pressing  Emergency,  exceed  the 
Day's  M^rch  prescribed  in  the  Order  of  Route,  and  shall  in 
no  Case  exceed  Twenty-five  Miles ;  and  the  Constables  receiving 
such  Warrant  shall  order  such  Persons  as  they  shall  think  pro- 
per, having  Carriages,  to  furnish  the  requisite  Supply,  Who  are 
hereby  jrequired  to  furnish  the  same  accordingly;  and  in  case 

sufficient 
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sufficient  Carriages  cannot  be  procured  within  the  proper  Juris- 
diction, any  Justice  of  the  next  adjoining  Jurisdiction  shall,  by 
a  like  Course  of  Proceeding,  supply  the  Deficiency;  and  in 
order  that  the  Burden  of  providing  Carriages  may  fall  equally, 
and  to  prevent  Inconvenience  arising,  from  there  being  no  Jus- 
tice residing  near  the  Place  where  Marines  may  be  quartered 
on  the  March,  the  Justice  or  Justices  residing  nearest  to  such 
Place  shall  cause  a  List  to  be  made  out,  at  least  once  in  every 
Year,  of  all  Persons  liable  to  furnish  such  Carriages,  and  of 
the  Number  and  Description  of  their  said  Carriages,  which  Lists 
shall  at  all  seasonable  Hours  be  open  to  the  Inspection  of  the 
said  Persons,  and  shall  by  Warrant  under  his  Hand  authorize

9  &  10  Vi€t       «  An  Act  to  apply  tlie  Sum  of  Eight  rmUions  three  hwifireji  and 
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fifif-nz  thousand  one  hundred  and  seventy-three  Pounds  Seven- 
teen Shillings  and  Eleven-pence  out  of  the  Consolidated  Fund 
and  Monies  in  the  Exchequer  to  the  Service  of  the  Year  One

'  Scotland:  And  whereas  it  is  expedient  that  certain  Pnmfflons

Cesspool,  or  Sewer  which  he 
has  contracted  to  dean  out  and  empty,  at  the  Time  and  in  the 
Manner  appointed  by  the  Commissioners,  or  to  cdlect  or  remove 
any  Dirt,  Ashes,  or  Rubbish  which  he  has  contracted  to  r^nore

circulating  within  the  Limits  of  the  special  Act,  and  public 
Notice  thereof  shall  also  be  given  by  means  of  Placards  posted 
in  public  Places  within  the  said  Limits,  and  Reference  shall  in 
such  Advertisement  and  Notice  be  made  to  some  Place  provided 
by  the  Commissioners  where  the  Plan  or  Particulars  of  the 
Work  or  Matter  to  which  such  Resolution  relates  may  be  gra- 
tuitously seen  by  the  Rate-payers ;  aad  if  before  the  Expiration 
of  such  Month  a  Remonstrance  in  Writing  against  carrying  into 
effect  such  Resolution,  or  any  Part  thereof,  signed  by  a  Majority 
of  the  Rate-payers  having  Votes  in  the  Election  of  the  Com- 
missioners (such  Majority  being  computed  with  reference  to 
the  Number  of  Votes  to  which  in  such  Election  each  Rate- 
payer is  entitled  under  the  special  Act,  or  any  Act  incorporated 
therewith),  be  presented  to  the  Commissioners,  such  Resolution, 
or  such  Part  thereof  as  such  Remonstrance  applies  to,  shall  not 
be  carried  into  effect,  and  where  any  such  Remonstrance  applies 
to  Part  only  of  any  such  Resolution,  the  Commissioners  may 
either  carry  into  effect  the  Remainder  of  such  Resolution^  or 
rescind  the  same,  as  they  think  fit. 

CXXXIV.  The  Commissioners  may  from  Time  to  Time, 
with  the  Concurrence  in  Writing  of  the  Lispector,  and  by 
special  Order  as  herein  defined  but  not  otherwise,  purchase, 
rent,  build,  or  otherwise  provide  such  Slaughter-houses  and 
Knackers  Yards  as  they  think  proper  for  slaughtering  Cattle 
within  the  Limits  of  the  special  Act.

Market  Place,  if  any,  or  from  the  principal  Ofiice  of  the  Com- 
missioners, and  in  a  Situation  to  be  approved  of  by  the  Inspector, 
to  be  used  as  a  Pleasure  Ground  or  Place  of  public  Resort  or 
Recreation ;  and  the  Commissioners  may  fix>m  Time  to  Time 
levels  diaan,  plant,  and  otherwise  lay  out  and  improve  any  such 

public 
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pablic  Lands  or  Grounds  for  the  more  convenient  Use  and    Spedei  Order. 
Enjojrment  thereof. 

CXXXYL  The  Commissioners  may  from  Time  to  Time  by  Public  Bathing 
spedal  Order  as  herein  defined,  but  not  otherwise,  purchase,  ^*"^***°^ 
rent,  or  otherwise  provide,   either  within  the  Limits  of  the  Groumls. 
spedal  Act,  or  at  a  reasonable  Distance  therefrom,  suitable  and 
convenient  Land  and  Buildings  in  a  Situation  and  according  to 
Flans  to  be  approved  of  by  the  Lispector,  to  be  used  for  public 
Baths  and  Wash-houses,  and  public  open  Bathing  Places,  and 

fublic  Drying  Grounds,  for  the  Use  and  Accommodation  of  the 
nhabitants  withip  the  Limits  of  the  special  Act,  in  washing  and 
drying  Clothes  and  other  Articles,  and  may  fit  up  the  same  re- 
spectively with  all  requisite  and  proper  Conveniences,  and  from 
Time  to  Time  enlarge,  renew,  and  repur  the  same  respectively, 
and  afibrd  the  Use  thereof  respectively  to  such  Lihabitants  at 
such  reasonable  Charges,  and  under  and  subject  to  such  Regu« 
lations,  as  the  Commissioners  may  deem  expedient ;  and  every 
Person  who  ofiends  against  any  such  Regulations  shall  be  liable 
to  a  Penalty  not  exceeding  Forty  Shillings  for  every  Offence. 

CXXXVII.  Provided  always.  That  the  Number  of  Baths  Proportion 
for  the  Use  of  the  Working  Classes  in  any  Building  provided  "^e^^^^f^' 
by  the  Commissioners  shall  not  be  less  than  twice  the  Number  ciaBses. 
of  the  other  Baths  of  any  higher  Class. 

CXXXYIU.  The  Commissioners  may  from  Time  to  Time  Charges  for 
make  such  reasonable  Chaises  for  the  Use  of  such  Baths,  ^]^**^ 
Bathing  Places,  Wash-houses,  and  Drying  Grounds  as  they 
think  fit,  but  as  r^ards  the  Working  Classes,  not  exceeding  the 
Charges,  if  any,  mentioned  in  the  special  Act,  unless  for  the 
Use  of  any  Washing  Tub  or  Trough  for  more  than  Two  Hours 
in  any  One  Day,  in  which  Case  any  Charge  may  be  made  which 
the  Commissioners  deem  reasonable. 

CXXXIX  For  the  Kecovery  of  the  Charges  at  such  Wash-  Recovery  of 
houses  and  Drying  Grounds  the  Officers,  Servants,  and  others  ullTofBathi  * 
having  the  Management  thereof  may,  at  the  Period  of  using  &c. 
the  same,  or  at  any  subsequent  Time,  detain  the  Clothes  or 
other  Goods  and  Chattels  in  or  upon  any  such  Wash-house  or 
Drying  Ground  of  any  Person  revising  to  pay  the  Charge  to 
which  such  Person  may  be  liable,  or  any  Part  thereof,  till  full 
Payment  thereof  be  made ;  and  in  case  such  Payment  be  not 
made  within  Seven  Days,   the  Commissioners  may  sell  such 
Clothes,  Goods,  and  Chattels,  or  any  of  them,  returning  tlie 
smplus  Proceeds  of  such   Sale,  after  deducting  the  unpaid 
Charge,  and  the  Expences  of  such  Detention  and  Sale,  and  the 
unsold  Articles,  if  any,  on  Demand,  to  such  Person. 

CXL.  A  printed  Copy  or  sufficient  Abstract  of  the  Bve  Laws  Publication 
made  by  the  Commissioners  relating  to  the  Use  of  sucn  Bathi^  of  Bye  Lswi 
Bathmg  Places,  and  Wash-houses,  so  far  as  regards  every  such  3ath?&e/ 
Bath,  Bathing  Place,  or  Wash-house,  shall  be  put  up  in  such 
Bath  Boom,  Bathing  Place,  and  Wash-house. 

CXLI.  Whenever  any  of  such  public  Baths,  Bathing  Places,  Sole  of  Batbs* 
Wash-houses,  or  Drying  Grounds  are  deemed  by  the  Commis-  **'•  ^  ^J*^" 
aoners  to  be  unnecessary  or  too  expensive  to  be  kept  ^p,  the  ^""'"^ 
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Commisfidoners  may,  by  special  Older  u  heiem  defined,  but  not 
otherwise^  discontinue  the  same,  and  sell  the  Lands,  BnilcBngs, 
and  Materials  for  the  best  Price  that  can  reasonably  be  obtained, 
and  convey  the  same  accordingly ;  and  the  Purchase  Money 
shall  be  paid  to  the  Treasurer  of  the  Commissioners,  and  be 
disposed  of  as  the  Commissioners  direct. 

CXLII.  If  it  appear  that  any  Works  which  the  Conmus- 
sioners  deem  necessary  for  promoting  the  Health  or  Convenience 
of  the  Inhabitants  of  the  District  within  the  Limit  of  the  spedal 
Act  cannot  lawfully  be  carried  into  effect  by  the  Comnus-

CXL  V.  Every  Person  who  shall  at  any  Time  obstruct  the 
Commissioners  or  any  Person  employed  by  them  in  the  Per- 
formance of  any  thing  whiich  they  are  respectively  anpowered 
or  required  to  do  by  this  or  the  special  Act,  or  any  Act  to  be 
incorporated  therewith,  shall  be  liable  to  a  Penalty  not  exceed-

have  accrued  and  become  payable  by  him,  unless  he  neglect- or 
refuse,  upon  Application  maae  to  him  for  that  Purpose 'by  the 
Commissioners,  truly  to  disclose  the  Amount  of  his  Rent,  and 
the  Name  and  Address  of  the  Person  to  whom  such  Rent  is 
payahle ;  but  the  Burden  of  Proof  that  the  Sum  demanded  of 
any  such  Occupier  is  greater  than  the  Rent  which  was  dne 
by  him  at  the  Time  of  such  Demand,  or  which  has  since 
accrued,  shall  lie  upon  such  Occu[ner :  Provided  further,  that 
nothing  herein  contained  shall  be  taken  to  affi^^t  any  special 
Contract  made  between  any  such  Owner  or  Occupier  respecting 
the  Payment  of  the  Expences  of  any  such  Works  as  aforesaid. 

CLII.  Where  any  such  Expences  payable  te  the  Commis- 
sioners by  any  Owneir  of  any  such  Building  or  Lands  amount  to 
more  than  Half  the  Amount  of  the  net  annual  Value  of  sodi 
Building  or  Lands,  the  Commissioners  may,  if  they  think  fit, 
at  the  Request  of  any  such  Owner,  allow  Time  for  the  Repay- 
ment of  such  Expences,  and  receive  the  same  by  such  Instal-

Hundred  during  the  Period  of  Forbearance ;  but  all  such  Sums 
remuning  due,  notwithstanding  the  Commissioners  have  agreed 
to  allow  any  Time  for  the  Repayment  thereof  as  aforesaid, 
shall  from  Time  to  Time,  at  the  Expiration  of  the .  several 
Times  so  allowed  for  Repayment  thereof,  be  recoverable  in 
like  Manner  as  such  respective  Amounts  would  have  been  re- 
coverable if  no  such  Time  had  been  allowed  for  Repayment 
thereof.

ing  to  the  Provisions  of  this  and  the  special  Act  shall  be  ascer- 
tained by  the  Parties  to  the  respective  Agreements,  and  paid  Ibr

such  Monies  whidi  the  special  Sewer  Bates  shall  be  insoffident 
to  defray. 

C  LIX«  The  Commissioners  may  borrow  Money  by  Mortsags 
of  the  special  and  general  Sewer  Kates  for  making  new  Sewers, 
or  inclosing  open  Sewers,  and  also  for  any  private  Improve-

Land,  or  Tenement  whatsoever  (except  as  herein-after  is 
excepted),  within  the  Limits  of  the  special  Act,  or  of  the  Dis< 
trict  where  such  Bate  is  assessed  on  the  Occupiers  of  Lands 
and  Buildings  of  a  separate  District  as  herein-before  provided, 
according  to  the  full  net  annual  Value  thereof  respectively; 
and  the  said  Bates  shall  be  vested  in  the  CommiasionerB,  and 
shall  be  payable  at  such  Times  as  they  appoint:  Provided 
always,  that  every  Person  occupying  Lands  used  aa  Arable, 
Meadow,  or  Pasture  Ground  only,  or  as  Woodlands  or  Market 
Grardens  or  Nursery  Grounds,  shall  be  rated  in  respect  of  the 
same  in  the  prescribed  Proportion  only,  if  no  Proportion  be  pre- 
scribed, in  the  Proportion  of  One  Tmrd  Part  only  of  such  net 
annual  Value  thereof  as  aforesaid. 

CLXVIII.  Provided  also.  That  no  Person  shall  be  rated  to

Scotland  holden  of  a  Subject  Superior  upon  a  Dispoffltion  or 
other  Deed  of  ConTeyance  granted  by  the  Person  last  entered 
and  infeft,  or  granted  by  a  Person  whose  own  Title  to  sudi 
Lands  and  Heritages  is  capable  of  being  made  public  by  Cod- 
firmation  according  to  the  existing  Law  and  Practice,  which 
Disposition  shall  contain  an  Obligation  to  infeft  a  me  or  ante 
vel  de  me,  or  upon  a  Decree  of  special  Service,  or  upon  a  Decree 
of  Adjudication  or  of  Sale,  containing  a  Warrant  of  Lafeftment 
in  Terms  of  this  Act,  it  shall  be  lawftd  and  competent  for  such 
Person,  upon  Production  to  the  Lord  Ordinary  on  the  Bilk  in 
the  Court  of  Session  of  his  Sasine  in  the  sdd  Lands  and  War-

Superior,  and  shall  be  bound  to  pay  the  same  upon  the  Supe^ 
rior's  tendering  a  Charter  of  Confirmation,  whether  such  Charter 
shall  be  accepted  or  not,  and  the  Superior  shall  be  entitled  to 
recover  Payment  of  such  Compomtion'  as  accords  of  Law ;  and 
it  is  hereby  provided  that  the  Sasine  on  such  Decree  of  Adju- 
dication, duly  recorded,  shall,  without  Prejudice  to  any  other 
Diligence  or  Procedure,  be  of  itself  sufficient  to  make  the

An  Act  to  amend  the  Practice  in  Scotland  with  regard 
to  Crown  Charters  and  Precepts  fiom  Chancery. 

[25th  June  1847.] 

<  'Vl/'HEBEAS  it  is  expedient  to  amend  the  Mode  presently 
'  ^  in  use  in  Scotland  of  obtaining  Charters  fSrom  Her 
'  Majesty  and  from  the  Prince  and  Steward  of  Scotland,  and 
'^  Precepts  firom  Chancery  for  infefting  Heirs :'  May  it  therefore 
please  Your  Majesty  that  it  may  be  enacted ;  and  be  it  enacted 
by  the  Queen's  most  Excellent  Majesty^  by  and  with  the  Advice 
and  Consent  of  the  Lords  Spiritual  and  Temporal,  and  Com- 
mons,  in  this  present  Parliament  assembled,  and  by  the  Autho- 
rity of  the  same.  That  from  and  after  the  First  Day  of  October 
One  thousand  eight  hundred  and  forty^aeven  the  Practice  of 
presenting  and  passing  Signatures  in  Exchequer,  and  of  thereon

and  for  trying  Peers  for  Offences  committed  in  Scotlandf  end 
for  further  regtdating  of  Votes  in  Election  of  Members  to  serve 
in  Parliament^  further  Provisions  were  made  for  the  electing 
of  the  said  Sixteen  Peers:  And  whereas  an  authentio  List 
of  the  Peerage  of  the  North  Part  of  Great  Britain  called 
Scotland,  as  it  stood  the  First  Day  of  May  One  thousand 
seven  hundred  and  seven,  was  returned  to  the  House  of  Lords 
by  the  Lord  Clerk  Register  for  Scotland,  attested  by  him,

'  and  Merchandize  imported  and  brought  into  Port  Natal  in 
'  South  Africa  aforesaid,  and  also  ft  certain  Duty  of  Three 

*  Shillings  P€r  Ton  upon  Vessels  entering  the  said  Port:  And 
'  whereas  Doubts  have  arisen  as  to  the  sufficient  legal  Author 

*  rity  of  such  Proclamations  for  itnposing  of  the  said  Duties;' 
Be  it  therefore  enacted  by  the  Queen's  most  Excellent  Majesty, 
by  and  with  the  Advice  and  Consent  of  the  Lords  Spiritual 
and  Temporal,  and  Commons,  in  this  present  Parliament  assem- 
bled, and  by  the  Authority  of  the  same.  That  the  various  Duties 
so  imposed  and  charged  are  hereby  declared  to  have  been  due 
and  payable. 

IL  And  be  it  enacted.  That  the  Governor  for  the  Time 
beinff  of  the  said  Castle,  Town,  and  Settlement,  and  its  Depen- 
dencies, and  the  respective  Collectors  and  other  Officers  of  the 
Customs  in  the  same,  and  all  Persons  whatever  acting  or 
having  acted  under  their  Orders  and  Directions,  shall  be  and 
are  hereby  indemnified  for  having  caused  such  Duties  to  be 
levied.

An  Act  to  amend  an  Act  passed  in  the  Sixth  Year  of 
the  Reign  of  His  Majesty  King  Oeorge  the  Fourth, 
for  granting  certain  Po>vers  and  Authorities  to  the 
Van  DiemerJLS  Land  Company.     [25th  June  1847.] 

Vy^HEREAS  bjr  an  Act  passed  in  the  Sixth  Year  of  the 
^^  Reign  of  His  Majesty  King  George  the  Fourth,  inti- 
tiiled  An  Act  for  granting  certain  Powers  and  Authorities  to 
a  Company  to  be  incorporated  by  Charter^  to  be  called  "  The 
Van  Diemen's  Land  Company/*  for  the  Cultivation  and  Im- 
prnvement  of  Waste  Lands  in  His  Majesty's  Island  of  Van 
Diemen's  Land,  and  for  other  Purposes  relating  thereto,  it  was 
amongst  other  things  enacted,  that  in  case  His  Majesty  should, 
within  Three  Years  after  the  passing  of  the  said  Act,  be 
pleased  by  Chartet  under  the  Great  Seal  of  Great  Britain  to 
declare  and  grant  that  such  and  so  many  Persons  as  should 
be  named  therein,  and  all  and  every  such  other  Persons  and 
Person  as  should  from  Time  to  Time  be  admitted  Membere 
into  their  Corporation,  should  be  a  Body  Politic  and  Corpo- 
rate by  the  Name  of  "  The  Van  DiemerCs  Land  Company," 
and  to  declare  that  the  said  Corporation  so  to  be  made  and 
created  should  be  established  for  the  Purpose  of  cultivating 
Waste  Lands  in  the  said  Island  of  Van  DitmaCs  Land,  and 
in  any  Islands  or  Territories  which  might  at  any  future  Time 
be  made  dependent  thereupon,  and  for  such  other  lawful  Pur- 
poses as  to  His  Majesty  might  seem  meet,  then  and  in  that

under  the  Great  Seal  of  Great  Britain^  dated  at  Westminster^  poratiilg^e 
the  Tenth  Day  of  November  in  the  Year  of  our  Lord  One  Van  Diemen^s 
thousand  eight  hundred  and  twenty-flve  and  in  the  Sixth  L»ndCompany. 
Year  of  His  Beign,  to  grant  and  declare  that  certain  Persons 
therein  named,  and  all  and  every  such  other  Persons  and 
Person  as  from  Time  to  Time  should  be  admitted  Members  , 
into  their  Corporation,  should  be  a  Body  Politic  and  Cor- 
porate, in  Kame  and  in  Deed,  by  the  Name  of  '^  The  Van 
Diemen^s  Land  Company,''  and  should  by  that  Name  have 
perpetual  Succession  and  a  Common  Seal,  with  Power  to 
break  or  alter  such  Seal,  and  by  that  Name  should  and 
might  sue  and  be  sued,  plead  and  be  impleaded  at  Law  or 
in  Kquity ;  and  it  was  thereby  further  declared,  that  such 
Lands,  Tenements,  and  Hereditaments  within  the  said  Island

to  say,)  firstly,  that  all  Grants  of  Land  in  the  said  Island  of 
Van  DiemefCa  Land,  or  its  Dependencies  aforesaid,  which 
might  be  made  to  the  said  Company  by  His  Majesty,  His 
Heirs  or  Successors,  should  be  passed  under  the  Great.  Seal 
of  the  said  Island  and  its  Dependencies,  in  pursuance  of  War- 
rants under  the  Boyal  Sign  Manual  of  His  Majesty,  His  Heirs 
or  Sucdessors ;  secondly,  that  for  and  in  respect  of  all  such 
Lands  within  the  said  Island,  or  its  Dependencies  aforesaid^ 
as  might  be  granted  by  His  Majesty,  His  Heirs  or  Succes- 
sors, to  the  said  Company  in  Fee  Simple,  to  be  holden  by 
them  in  Free  and  Conunon  Soccage,  there  should  be  reserved 
and  paid  and  payable  to  His  Majesty,  His  Heirs  and  Suc^ 
cesaors,  an  annual  Quit  Bent,  which  should  amount  to  the 
Sum  of  Thirty  Shillings  and  no  more,  for  each  and  every 
Parcel  of  the  said  Lands  of  One  hundred  Pounds  Sterling  $ 
thirdly,  that  no  Quit  Bents  should  accrue  due  or  be  payable 
by  the  said  Company  for  or  in  respect  of  any  such  Lands  as 
aforesaid  during  the  Term  of  Five  Years,  to  be  computed 
firom  the  Date  of  any  Grant  in  and  by  which  such  Lands 
might  be  so  granted ;  fourthly,  that  upon  giving  Six  Months

mens,  in  this  present  Parliament  assembled,  and  by  the  Autho- 
rity of  the  same.

X  And  be  it  enacted,  That  any  Person  who  shall  voluntarily  Fraudulent 
ddiver  himself  up  as  and  confess  himself  to  be  a  Deserter  firom  Confession  of 
any  one  of  Her  Majesty's  Ships  or  Vessels,  or  improperly  absent  ®^'**°"- 
fixnn  such  Ship  or  Vessel,  or  who  while  serving  in  any  of  Her 
Mi^esty's  Forces,  or  the  embodied  Militia,  or  the  Forces  of  the 
Eagt  India  Company,  shall  to  any  Officer  or  Non-commissioned 
Officer  thereof  confess  himself  to  be  a  Deserter  as  aforesaid,  or 
improperly  absent  as  aforesaid,  or  who,  upon  being  apprehended 
for  any  Offence,  shall  in  the  Presence  of  tiie  Justice  confess  him- 
self to  be  a  Deserter,  or  improperly  iA)6ent  from  his  Ship  or 
Vessel  as  aforesaid,  and  his  Statement  shall  not  be  true,  he  shall, 
if  received  into  Her  Majes^'s  Naval  Serviee,  be  deemed  in  Her 
Majesty's  Navy,  and  be  liable  to  s^rve  and  be  detained  ther^ 
as  if  be  had  voluntarily  entered,  or  in  case  such  Person  shall 
not  be  received  into  Her  Majesty's  Navy,  he  shall,  on  Conviction 
thereof  before  Two  Justices  of  the  Peace,  at  or  near  the  Pkoe 
where  he  dball  deliver  himself  up  or  confess  or  where  he  may 
at  any  Time  happen  to  be,  be  adjuc^ed  to  be  pimiBhed,  if  in 
Enflandf  as  a  Ilogue  and  a  Vagabond,  and  if  in  Scotland  or 
helandf  by  Commitment  to  some  Prison  or  House  of  Correction, 
there  to  be  kept  to  hard  Labour  for  any  Time  not  exceeding 
Three  Months.

Your  Majesty's  gracious  Desire  to  owe 
to  the  spontaneous  Liberality  of  Your  Canadian  People  such 
Grant,  by  way  of  Civil  List*  as  shall  be  sufficient  to  give 
Stability  and  Security  to  the  great  Civil  Institutions  of  the 
Province,  and  to  provide  for  the  adequate  Remuneration  of 
able  and  efficient  Officers  in  the  executive,  judicial,  and  other 
Departments  of  Your  IVIajesty's  public  provincial  Service,  the 

f  ranting  of  which  Civil  List  constitutionally  belongs  only  to 
'our  Majesty's  faithful  Canadian  People  in  their  Provincial 
Parliament.' 

We,  therefore.  Your  Majesty's  most  dutiful  and  loyal  Sub- 
jects, the  Commons  of  Canada,  in  Provincial  Parliament  assem- 
bled, desirous  that  a  certain  competent  Revenue  for  the  Purpose 
may  be  settled  upon  Your  Majesty  (to  whom  may  God  grant  a 
long  and  happy  Reign)  as  a  Testimony  of  our  unfeigned  Affi^c- 
tion  to  Your  sacred  Person  and  Government,  have  accordingly 
freely  resolved  to  grant  unto  Your  JSiajesty  a  certain  Revenue, 
payable  out  of  the  Consolidated  Revenue  Fund  of  this  Province ;

*  YYTHEBEAS  by  an  Act  passed  in  the  Session  of  Parliament 
'  holden  in  the  Seventh  and  Eighth  Years  of  the  Reign 

of  Her  present  Majesty,  intituled  An  Act  for  the  Beffistratian,  7&syiet.e.uo. 
Incorporation,  and  Regulation  of  Joint  Stock  Companies,  it  is 
amongst  other  things  enacted,  that  on  the  complete  Regis- 
tration of  any  Company  being  certified  in  the  Manner  pre* 
scribed  in  the  said  Act  it  shall  be  lawful  for  sudi  Company, 
amongst  other  things,  to  purchase  and  hold  Lands,  Tenements^ 
and  Hereditaments  in  the  Name  of  such  Company,  or  of  the 
Trustees  or  Trustee  thereof,  for  the  Purpose  of  occupying  the 
same  as  a  Place  or  Places  of  Business  of  the  said  Company, 
and  also  (but  nevertheless  with  a  Licence,  general  or  special, 
for  that  Purpose,  to  be  granted  by  the  Committee  of  Privy 
Council  for  Trade  first  had  and  obtained,)  such  other  Lands, 
Tenements,  and  Hereditaments  as  the  Nature  of  the  Business 
of  the  Company  may  require :  And  whereas  Doubts  have  in

An  Act  to  limit  the  Time  for  taking  the  Poll  at  Elec- 
tions of  Members  to  serve  in  Parliament  for  Counties 
of  Cities,  Counties  of  Towns,  and  Boroughs  in 
Ireland.  [22d  Jicl^t/  1847.] 

'  \\rHEREAS  it  is  expedient  that  the  Poll  at  all  contested 
'  ^  Elections  of  Members  to  serve  in  Parliament  for 
^  Counties  of  Cities,  Counties  of  Towns,  and  Boroughs  in 
^  Ireland^  should  be  taken  in  One  Day :  And  whereas  by  an 

*  Act  of  the  Second  and  Third  Years  of  the  Reign  of  His  late 
^  Majesty  King  William  the  Fourth,  intituled  An  Act  to  amemt 

*  the  Representation  of  the  People  o/*  Ireland,  it  is  amongst  other 
^  things  enacted,  that  such  Poll  may  continue  open  until  the 

*  Fifth  Day  thereof:  And  whereas  it  is  expedient  to  repeal  so 
'  much  of  the  said  recited  Act  as   allows    the  Poll  at  such 

*  Elections   for   Counties   of  Cities,   Counties  of  Towns,   or 

*  Boroughs,  so  to  continue  open  until  the  Fifth  Day:*  Be  it 
therefore  enacted  by  the  Queen's  most  Excellent  Majesty,  by 
and  with  the  Advice  and  Consent  of  the  Lords  Spiritual  and 
Temporal,  and  Commons,  in  this  present  Parliament  assembled, 
and  by  the  Authority  of  the  same,  That  from  and  after  the 
passing  of  this  Act  so  much  of  the  said  recited  Act  or  any 
other  Act  as  allows  the  Poll  at  such  Elections  for  Counties  of 
Cities,  Counties  of  Towns,  or  Boroughs  in  Ireland  to  continue 
open  until  the  Fifth  Day  of  the  Poll  be  and  the  same  is  hereby 
repealed.

alphabetical  Order,  according  to  the  First,  Second,  and  other

also,  that  if  such  Justices  shall  be  of  opinion,  before  the  Person 
charged  shall  have  made  his  or  her  Defence,  that  the  Charge  is 
from  any  Circumstance  a  fit  Subject  for  Prosecution  by  Indict- 
ment, or  if  the  Person  charged  shall,  upon  being  called  upon 
to  answer  the  Charge,  object  to  the   Case  being  summarily 
disposed  of  under  the  Provisions  of  this  Act,  such  Justices 
shsdl,  instead  of  summarily  adjudicating  thereupon,  deal  with 
the  Case  in  all  respects  as  if  this  Act  had  not  been  passed.

would  not  be  entitled  to  do  or  procure  to  be  done  of  his  own 
Authority,  or  for  any  other  unlawful  Purpose,  shall,  in  addition 
to  any  other  Punishment  to  which  he  is  liable  for  such  Offence, 
be  liable  to  a  Penalty  of  not  exceeding  Ten  Pounds. 

XIII.  The  Commissioners  may  from  Time  to  Time  purchase  Power  to  pro- 
or  rent  any  Buildings  or  Land,  and  convert  such  Buildings  into  ^*[  h^oiT' 
or  build  on  such  Land  Offices,  Watch-houses,  Lock-up  Houses,  &c. 

and  other  Places  necessary  for  the  Purposes  of  this  and  the 
special  Act,  with  all  proper  Conveniences  thereto,  and  may  repair 
the  same  from  Hme  to  Time,  and  furnish  and  fit  up  the  same, 
and  employ  proper  Persons  to  take  care  thereof. 

XIV.  The  Constables  appointed  by  virtue  of  this  and  the  ^"*'*^s  ^^  ^o°' 
special  Act  shall  keep  Watch  and  Ward  within  the  Limits  of  ^^^^"^ 

the  special  Act,  and  shall  use  their  best  Endeavours  to  prevent 
any  Mischief  by  Fire,  and  all  Felonies,  Misdemeanors,  jmd 
Breaches  of  the  Peace. 

XV.  Any  Person  foimd  committing  any  Offence  punishable  Po'^^toPoii*^* 
either  upon  Indictment  or  as  a  Misdemeanor  upon  summary  onTpersons 
Conviction  by  virtue  of  this  or  the  special  Act  may  be  taken  aggrieved  to 
into  Custody,  without  a  Warrant,  by  any  of  the  said  Constables,  appreh«fndcer- 
or  may  .be  apprehended  by  the  Owner  of  the  Property  on  or  ***"  ^  ^"  "** 
with  respect  to  which  the  Offence  is  committed,  or  by  his  Servant 

or  any  Person  authorized  by  him,  and  may  be  detained  until  he 
can  be  delivered  into  the  Custody  of  a  Constable ;  and  the 
Persons  so  arrested  shall  be  taken,  as  soon  as  conveniently  may 
be,  before  some  Justice,  to  be  examined  and  dealt  with  according* 
to  Law :  Provided  always,  that  no  Person  arrested  under  the 
Powers  of  this  or  the  special  Act  shall  be  detained  in  Custody 
by  any  Constable  or  other  Officer,  without  the  Order  of  so;iic 
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Justice,  longer  than  shall  be  necessarj  for  bringing  him  before  a 
Justice,  or  than  Forty  Hours  at  the  utmost. 

X YL  Every  Constable  acting  within  the  Limits  of  the  spedal 
Act  who  is  guilty  of  any  Neglect  or  Violation  of  his  Duty  as  a 
Constable,  and  convicted  thereof  before  Two  Justices,  shall  be 
liable  to  a  Penalty  not  exceeding  Ten  Pounds,  the  Amount  of 
which  Penalty  may  be  deducted  from  the  Salary  or  Wages  due 
to  him  or  to  become  due  to  him,  or,  in  the  Discretion  of  the 
Justices  before  whom  he  is  convicted,  he  may  lawfully  be 
imprisoned  for  any  Time  not  exceeding  One  Months  wi&  or 
without  hard  Labour. 

X  VIL  Whenever  any  Person  charged  with  any  Offence  und^ 
this  or  the  special  Act,  or  any  Act  incorporated  therewith,  not 
amounting  to  Felony,  and  of  which  he  is  liable  to  be  snnmuirily 
convicted  before  a  Justice,  is  in  the  Custody  of  any  Constable 
acting  as  aforesaid,  without  the  Warrant  of  a  Justice,  the  Super- 
intendent Constable  of  the  District,  or  appointed  under  this  Act, 
or  other  the  superior  Officer  of  Police  acting  within  the  said 
Limits,  may,  if  he  deem  it  prudent  so  to  do,  but  in  such  Cases 
only  in  which  the  Offender  cannot  be  conveniently  taken  before 
a  Justice,  take  the  Becognizance  of  such  Person,  with  or  without 
Sureties,  conditioned  as  herein-after  mentioned. 

XYIIL  Every  Recognizance  so  taken  shall  be  taken  without 
Fee  or  Reward,  and  shall  be  conditioned  for  the  A{^)earance  of 
the  Person  thereby  bound  before  a  Justice,  at  a  certain  Day  not 
later  than  Seven  Days  from  the  Date  of  such  Recognizance,  and 
the  Time  and  Place  of  such  Appearance  shall  be  specified  in  the 
Recognizance. 

XIX.  The  Officer  taking  any  such  Recognizance  shall  enter 
in  a  Book  to  be  kept  for  that  Purpose  the  Name,  Residence, 
and  Occupation  of  the  Party  and  his  Sureties,  if  any,  entering 
into  such  Recognizance,  together  with  the  Condition  thereof 
and  the  Sum  thereby  acknowledged,  and  shall  return  every 
such  Recognizance  to  the  Justice  at  the  Time  and  Place  wb^ 
and  where  the  Party  is  bound  to  appear,  and  every  such  Recog- 
nizance shall  have  the  like  Force  and  Effect  as  if  the  same  had 
been  taken  before  a  Justice. 

XX.  Every  Person  who  assaults  or  resists,  or  who  aids  or 
incites  any  Person  to  assault  or  resist,  any  Constable  in  the 
Execution  of  his  Duty  under  the  Provisions  of  this  or  the 
special  Act,  shall  for  every  such  Offence  be  liable  to  a  Penalty 
not  exceeding  Five  Pounds,  or,  in  the  Discretion  of  the  Justice 
before  whom  he  is  convicted,  may  be  imprisoned  for  any  Term 
not  exceeding  One  Month,  with  or  without  hard  Labour. 

And  with  respect  to  Obstructions  and  Nuisances  in  the  Street^ 
be  it  enacted  as  follows : 

XXL  The  Commissioners  may  from  Time  to  Time  make 
Orders  for  the  Route  to  be  observed  by  all  Carts,  Carriages, 
Horses,  and  Persons,  and  for  preventing  Obstruction  of  the 
Streets  within  the  Limits  of  the  special  Act,  in  all  Times  of 
public  Processions,  Rejoicings,  or  Uluminations,  and  in  any  Case 

when 
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when  the  Streets  are  thronged  or  liable  to  be  obstructed,  and  obMtruetwtu 
may  ako  give  Directions  to  the  Constables  for  keeping  Order  *"**  Nmmneu, 
and  preventing  any  Obstruction  of  the  Streets  In  the  Neigh- 
bourhood of  Theatres  and  other  Places  of  public  Resort,  and 
every  wilful  Breach  of  any  such  Order  shall  be  deemed  a 
separate  Offence  against  this  Act,  and  every  Person  committing 
any  such  Offence  shall  be  liable  to  a  Pelialty  not  exceeding 
Forty  ShUUngs, 

XXII.  On  Application  to  the  Commissioners  by  the  Minister  Power  to  regu- 
or  Churchwardens  or  Chapelwardens  of  any  Church,  Chapel,  or  J*te  the  Boute 
other  Place  of  public  Worship  within  the  Limits  of  the  special  ^if-^^^ 
Act,  the  Commissioners  may  make  Orders  for  regulating  the  Carriages,  &c. 
Route  by  which  Persons  shall  drive  any  Cart  or  Carriage,  or  during  Dmnc 
Cattle,  or  the  Manner  In  which  they  shall  drive  them,  in  the  ^^^^^' 
Neighbourhood  of  such  Places  of  Worship,  during  the  Hours 
of  Divine  Service  on  Sunday,  Christmas  Day,  Good  Friday,  or 
any  Day  appointed  for  a  public  Fast  or  Thanks^vlng,  and  any 
Orders  so  made  shall  be  printed  and  put  up  on  or  near  the 
Church,  Chapel,  or  Place  of  public  Worship  to  which  the  same 
refer,  and  in  some  conspicuous  Places  near  and  leading  thereto, 
and  elsewhere  as  the  Commissioners  direct,  and  every  wilful 
Breach  of  any  such  Order  shall  be  deemed  a  separate  Offence 
against  this  Act,  and  every  Person  committing  any  such  Offence 
shall  be  liable  to  a  Penalty  not  exceeding  Forty  Shillings. 

XXIIL  No  Proprietor  of  any  Stage  Carriage  duly  licensed  Proprietors  of 
to  carry  Passengers  for  Hire  shaU  be  liable  to  any  Penalty  for  stage  Carriages 
any  Deviation  from  the  Route  or  Line  of  Route  specified  In  his  ^J^*by  otdL 
Lflcence  which  the  Driver  of  such  Stage  Carriage  makes  in  free  from 
consequence  of  any  Regulation  or  Direction  made  or  given  by  Penalty, 
the  Commissioners. 

XXIV.  If  any  Cattle  be  at  any  Time  found  at  large  in  any  Power  to  im- 
Street  within  the  Limits  of  the  special  Act,  without  any  Person  pound  stray 
having  the  Charge  thereof,  any  Constable  or  OflScer  of  Police,         ^ 

or  any  Person  residing  within  the  Limits  of  the  special  Act,  may 
seize  and  Impound  such  Cattle  In  any  common  Pound  within 
the  said  Limits,  or  In  such  other  Place  as  the  Commissioners 
appoint  for  that  Purpose,  and  may  detain  the  same  therein  until 
the  Owner  thereof  pay  to  the  Commissioners  a  Penalty  not 
exceeding  Forty  Shillings,  besides  the  reasonable  Expences  of 
impounding  and  keeping  such  Cattle. 

XXV.  If  the  said  Penalty  and  Expences  be  not  paid  within  Power  to  sell 
Three  Days  after  such  Impounding,  the  Pound-keeper,  or  other  ^ray  Cattle  for 
Person  appointed  by  the  Commissioners  for  that  Purpose,  may  Expenc«? 
proceed  to  sell  or  cause  to  be  sold  any  such  Cattle ;  but  previous 

to  such  Sale  Seven  Days  Notice  thereof  shall  be  given  to  or  left 
at  the  Dwelling  House  or  Place  of  Abode,  of  the  Owner  of  such 
Cattle,  if  he  be  known,  or  If  not,  then  Notice  of  such  intended 
Sale  shall  be  given  by  Advertisement,  to  be  Inserted  Seven  Days 
before  such  Sale  In  some  Newspaper  published  or  circulated 
within  the  Limits  of  the  special  Act ;  and  the  Money  arising 
from  such  Sale,  after  deductmg  the  said  Sums,  and  the  Expences 
aforesaid^   and  all  other  Expences  attendmg  the  impounding, 
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advertisings  keeping,  and  Sale  of  any  eucli  Cattle  bo  impounded, 
shall  be  paid  to  the  Comniifieioners,  and  shall  be  by  them  paid,  on 
Demand,  to  the  Owner  of  the  Cattle  so  sold. 

XXyi.  Every  Person  who  releases  or  attempts  to  relea^ 
any  Cattle  from  any  Found  or  Place  where  the  same  are  im- 
pounded under  the  Authority  of  this  or  the  special  Act,  or  who 
pulls  down,  damages,  or  destroys  the  same  Pound  or  Place,  or 
any  Part  thereof,  with  Intent  to  procure  the  unlawful  Belease 
of  such  Cattle,  shall,  tipon  Conviction  of  such  Ofience  before  any 
Two  Justices,  be  committed  by  them  to  some  Common  Gaol  or 
House  of  Correction  for  any  Time  not  exceeding  Three  Months. 
XXVIL  The  Commissioners  may  purchase  a  Piece  of  Land 
within  the  Limits  of  the  special  Act  for  the  Purpose  of  a 
Pound  for  stray  Animals,  and  may  erect  a  Pound  thereon,  and 
such  Pound  when  made  shall  be  kept  in  repair  by  the  Connnis- 
sioners. 

XXVIII.  Every  Person  who  in  any  Street,  to  the  Obstruc- 
tion, Annoyance,  or  Danger  of  the  Hesidents  or  Paaaengers, 
commits  any  of  the  following   Offences,  shall  be  liable  to  a 
Penalty  not  exceeding  Forty  Shillmgs  for  each  Offence,  or,  m 
the  Discretion  of  the  Justice  before  whom  he  is  convicted,  may 
be  committed  to  Prison,  there  to  remain  for  a  Period  not 
exceeding  Fourteen  Days,  and  any  Constable  or  other  Officer 
appointed  by  virtue  of  this  or  the  special  Act  shall  take  mto 
Custody,  without  Warrant,  and    forthwith  convey  before  a 
Justice,  any  Pei:son  who  within  his  View  conmuts  any  such 
Offence;  (that  is  to  say,) 
Every  Person  who  exposes  for  Show,  Hire,  or  Sale  (except 
in  a  Market  or  Market  Place  or  Fair  lawfully  appointed  for 
that  Purpose)  any  Horse  or  other  Animal,  or  exhibits  in  a 
Caravan  or  otherwise  any  Show  or  public  Entertainment, 
or  shoes,  bleeds,  or  farries  any  Horse  or  Animal  (except  m 
Cases  of  Accident),  or  deans,  dresses,  exercises,  trains  or 
breaks,  or  turns  loose  any  Horse  or  Animal,  or  makes  or 
repairs  any  Part  of  any  Cart  or  Carriage  (except  in  Cases 
of  Accident  where  Repair  on  the  Spot  is  necessary) : 
.   Every  Person  who  suffers  to  be  at  large  any  unmuzzled 
ferocious  Dog,  or  sets  on  or  urges  any  Dog  or  other  Animal 
to  attack,  worry,  or  put  in  fear  any  Person  or  Animal; 
Every  Owner  of  any  Dog  who  suffers  such  Dog  to  go  at  large, 
knowing  or  having  reasonable  Ground  for  believing  it  to 
be  in  a  rabid  State,  or  to  have  been  bitten  by  any  Dog  or 
other  Animal  in  a  rabid  State : 
Every  Person  who,  after  public  Notice  given  by  any  Justice 
directing  Dogs  to  be  confined  on  account  of  Suspicion  of 
canine  Madness,  suffers  any  Dog  to  be  at  large  during  the 
Time  specified  in  such  Kotice : 
Every  Person  who  slaughters  or  dresses  any  Cattle,  or  any 
Part  thereof,  except  in  the  Case  of  any  Cattle  over-driven 
which  may  have  met  with  any  Accident,  and  which  for  the 
public  Safety  or  other  reasonable  Cause  ought  to.  be  killed 
on  the  Spot : 

Every 
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Every  Person  having  the  Care  of  any  Waggon,  Cart,  or  Car-   ^*^S^^* 
riage  who  rides  on  the  Shafts  thereoT^  or  who  without  «»*«»«*■ 

having  Beins,  and  holding  the  same,  rides  upon  such  Wag- 
gon, Cart,  or  Carriage,  or  on  any  Animal  drawing  the  same, 
or  who  is  at  such  a  Distance  from  such  Waggon,  Cart,  or 
Carriage  as  not  to  have  due  Contirol  over  every  Animal 
drawing  the  same,  or  who  does  not,  in  meeting  any  other 
Carriage,  keep  his  Waggon,  Cart,  or  Carriage  to  the  left  or 
near  Side,  or  who  in  passing  any  other  Carriage  does  not 
keep  his  Waggon,  Cart,  or  Carriage  on  the  right  or  off 
Side  of  the  Koad  (except  in  Cases  of  actual  Necessity,  or 
some  sufficient  Beason  for  Deviation),  or  who,  by  obstructing 
the  Street,  wilfully  prevents  any  Person  or  Carriage  from 
passing  him,  or  any  Waggon,  Cart,  or  Carriage  under  his 
Care: 

Every  Person  who  at  one  Time  drives  more  than  Two  Carts  or 
Waggons,  and  every  Person  driving  Two  Carts  or  Waggons 
who  has  not  the  Halter  of  the  Horse  in  the  last  Cart  or 
Waggon  securely  fastened  to  the  Back  of  the  first  Cart 
or  Waggon,  or  has  such  Halter  of  a  greater  Length  from 
such  Fastening  to  the  Horse's  Head  than  Four  Feet: 

Every  Person  who  rides  or  drives  furiously  any  Horse  or 
Carriage,  or  drives  fiiriously  any  Cattle : 

Every  Person  who  causes  any  public  Carriage,  Sledge, 
Truck,  or  Barrow,  with  or  without  Horses,  or  any  Beast 
of  Burden,  to  stand  longer  than  is  necessary  for  loading 
or  unloading  Goods,  or  for  taking  up  or  setting  down 
Passengers  (except  Hackney  Carriages,  and  Horses  and 
other  Beasts  of  Draught  or  Burden,  standing  for  Hire  in 
any  Place  appointed  for  that  Purpose  by  the  Commis- 
sioners or  other  lawful  Authority),  and  every  Person  who, 
by  means  of  any  Cart,  Carriage,  Sledge,  Truck,  or  Bar- 
row, or  any  Animal,  or  other  Means,  wilfully  interrupts 
any  public  Crossing,  or  wilfully  causes  any  Obstruction  in 
any  public  Footpath  or  other  public  Thoroughfare: 

Every  Person  who  causes  any  Tree  or  Timber  or  Iron  Beam 
to  be  drawn  in  or  upon  any  Carriage,  without  having 
sufficient  Means  of  safely  guiding  the  same : 

Every  Person  who  leads  or  rides  any  Horse  or  other  Animal, 
or  draws  or  drives  any  Cart  or  Carriage,  Sledge,  Truck, 
or  Barrow  upon  any  Footway  of  any  Street,  or  fastens  any 
Horse  or  other  Animal  so  that  it  stands  across  or  upon  any 
Footway : 

Every  Person  who  places  or  leaves  any  Furniture,  Goods, 
Wares,  or  Merchandize,  or  any  Cask,  Tub,  Basket,  Pail, 
or  Bucket,  or  places  or  uses  any  Standing-place,  Stool, 
Bench,  Stall,  or  Showboard  on  any  Footway,  or  who 
places  any  Blind,  Shade,  Covering,  Awning,  or  other 
Projection  over  or  along  any  such  Footway,  unless  such 
Blind,  Shade,  Covering,  Awning,  or  other  Projection  is 
Eight  Feet  in  Height  at  least  in  every  Part  thereof  from 
the  Ground : 

Every 
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Obtimakmt        Eyerv  Person  who  places,  hangs  up,  or  otherwise  exposes  to 
ondNmiancu.  g^^  ^^^  QooAs,  Wares,  Merchandize,  Matter,  or  Thing 

whatsoever,  so  that  the  same  project  into  or  over  any  Foot- 
way, or  beyond  the  Line  of  any  House,  Shop,  or  Building 
at  which  the  same  are  so  exposed,  so  as  to  obstruct  or 
incommode  the  Passage  of  any  Person  over  or  along  sach 
Footway :

Every  Person  who  places  any  Line,  Cord,  or  Pole  across  any 
Street,  or  hangs  or  places  any  Clothes  thereon : 

Every  conunon  Prostitute  or  Nightwalker  loitering  and  im- 
portuning Passengers  for  the  Purpose  of  Prostitution : 

Every  Person  who  wil&lly  and  indecently  exposes  his  Person: 

Every  Person  who  publicly  offers  for  Sale  or  Distribution,  or 
e^ibits  to  public  View,  any  profane,  indecent,  or  obscene 
Book,  Paper,  Print,  Drawing,  Painting,  or  Bepresentation, 
or  sings  any  profane  or  obscene  Song  or  Ballad,  or  uses  any 
profane  or  obscene  Language : 

Every  Person  who  wantonly  discharges  any  Firearm,  or 
throws  or  discharges  any  Stone  or  o&er  Missile,  or  makes 
any  Bonfire,  or  throws  or  sets  fire  to  any  Firework : 

Every  Person  who  wilfully  and  wantonly  disturbs  any  Inha- 
bitant, by  pulling  or  ringing  any  Door  Bell,  or  knocking 
at  any  Door,  or  who  wilfully  and  unlawfully  extinguishes 
the  Light  of  any  Lamp : 

Every  Person  who  flies  any  Kite,  or  who  mak^  or  uses  any 
Slide  upon  Ice  or  Snow : 

Every  Person  who  cleanses,  hoops,  fires,  washes,  or  scalds  any 
Cask  or  Tub,  or  hews,  saws,  bores,  or  cuts  any  Timber  or 
Stone,  or  slacks,  sifts,  or  screens  any  Lime : 

Every  Person  who  throws  or  lays  down  any  Stones,  Coals, 
Slate,  Shells,  Lime,  Bricks,  Timber,  Iron,  or  other  Mate- 
rials (except  Buildhig  Materials  so  inclosed  as  to  prevent 
Mischief  to  Passengers) : 

Every  Person  who  beats  or  shakes  any  Carpet,  Bug,  or  Mat 
(except  Door  Mats,  beaten  or  shaken  before  the  Hour  of 
Eight  in  tlie  Morning) : 

Every  Person  who  fixes  or  places  any  Flower^pot  or  Box,  or 
other  heavy  Article,  in  any  upper  Window,  without  suflB- 
ciently  guarding  the  same  against  being. blown  down: 

Every  Person  who  throws  from  the  Boof  or  any  Part  of  any 
House  or  other  Building  any  Slate,  Brick,  Wood,  Bub- 
bish,  or  other  Thing,  except  Snow  thrown  so  as  not  to  fall 
on  any  Passenger: 

Every  Occupier  of  any  House  or  other  Building  or  otier 
Person  who  orders  or  permits  any  Person  in  his  Service 
to  stand  on  the  Sill  of  any  Window,  in  order  to  dean, 
paint,  or  perform  any  other  Operation  upon  the  Outside 

of 
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of  such  Window,  or  upon  any  House  or  other  Building     ObitnuiHons 
within  the  said  Limits,  unless  such  Window  be  in  the  sunk  "^  Nmtancet, 
or  Basement  Story : 
Every  Person  who  leaves  open  any  Vault  or  Cellar,  or  the 
Entrance  from  any  Street  to  any  Cellar  or  Boom  under- 
ground, without  a  sufficient  Fence  or  Handrail,  or  leaves 
defective  the  Door,  Window,  or  other  Covering  of  any 
Vault  or  Cellar,  or  who  does  not  sufficiently  fence  any 
Area,  Pit,  or  Sewer  left  open,  ot  who  leaves  such  open 
Arjea,  Pit,  or  Sewer  without  a  sufficient  Lie^ht  after  Sunset 
to  warn  and  prevent  Persons  from  falling  wereinto: 
Every  Person  who  throws  or  lays  any  Dirt,  Litter,  or  Ashes, 
or  Nightsoil,  or  any  Carrion,  Fidb,  Offid,  or  Bubbish,  on 
any  Street,  or  causes  any  offensive  Matter  to  run  &om  any 
Manufactoty,  Brewery,  Slaughter-house,  Butcher's  Shop, 
or  Dunghill  into  any  Street :  Provided  always,  that  it  shall 
not  be  deemed  an  Offence  to  lay  Sand  or  other  Materials 
in  any  Street  in  Time  of  Frost  to  prevent  Accidents,  or 
Litter  or  other  suitable  Materials  to  prevent  the  freezing 
of  Water  in  Pipes,  or  in  case  of  Sickness  to  prevent  Noise, 
if  the  Party  laying  any  such  Things  causes  them  to  be 
removed  as  soon  as  the  Occasion  for  them  ceases : 
Every  Person  who  keeps  any  Pigstye  to  the  Front  of  any 
Street,  not  being  shut  out  from  such  Street  by  a  sufficient 
Wall  or  Fence,  or  who  keeps  any  Swine  in  or  near  any 
Street,  so  as  to  be  a  common  Nuisance. 
XXIX.  Every  Person  drunk  in  any  Street,  and  guilty  of  ,'any  Penalty  on 
riotous  or  indecent  Behaviour  therein,  and  also  every  Person  <^™"'^!*"  ^^" 
guilty  of  any  violent  or  indecent  Behaviour  in  any  Police  Office  Jtf  riotous^*  ^ 
or  any  Police  Station  House  within  the  Limits  of  the  special  Act,  indecent  Be- 
shaU  be  liable  to  a  Penalty  not  exceeding  Forty  Shillings  for  ^^^^^^' 
every  such  Offence,  or,  in  tne  Discretion  of  the  Justice  &fore 
whom  he  is  convicted,  to  Imprisonment  for  a  Period  not  exceed- 
ing Seven  Days. 

And  with  respect  to  Fires,  be  it  enacted  as  follows :  i^tVw.

HEBEAS  Her  Majesty  by  Her  Boyal  Letters  Patent; 
bearing  Date  the  Twelfth  Day  of  February  in  the 
Fourth  Year  of  Her  Keign,  did  grant  and  ordain  that  certain

charging,  or  otherwise  deeding  with  and  making  a  Pront  of 
Lands,  Tenements,  and  Hereditaments  within  Her  Majesty^s 
Colony  of  New  Zealand  and  its  Dependencies,  and  of  laying 
out  Settlements  and  Towns,  and  of  working  there  all  Mines, 
Pits,  and  Quarries,  and  tdl  Minerals  and  Metals,  and  for

CAP.  CXIV. 

An   Act  for  improving  the   Harbour  and  Docks  of 
Leith.  [23d  July  1 847-] 

YI/^HEBEAS  by  an  Act  passed  in  the  Second  Year  of  the 
*  Beign  of  Her  Majesty,  intituled  An  Act  to  regulate  and 
secure  the  Debt  due  by  Ae  City  o/"  Edinburgh  to  the  Public  ;  to 
cof^firm  an  Agreement  between  the  said  City  and  its  Creditors; 
and  to  effect  a  Settlement  of  the  Affairs  of  the  said  City  and 
the  Town  of  Leith,  it  was  provided,  that  the  Commissioners 
acting  under  the  Authority  of  that  Aet,  afterwards  incorpo- 
rated by  the  Style  of ''  The  Commissioners  of  the  Harbour  and 
Docks  of  Lekhy^  should  pay  annually,  out  of  the  Bevenoes  of 
the  stud  Harbour,  in  preference  to  all  other  Payments,  the 
Sum  of  Seven  thousand  six  hundred  and  eighty  Pounds,  to 
be  applied  in  the  Manner  therein  mentioned ;  and  it  was  also 
provided,  that  the  annual  Sums  for  defhiying  the  Expence  of 
the  Maintenance  and  Bqpairs  of  the  said  Harbour  and  Dook^ 
the  Expence  of  dredging  the  said  Harbour,  and  every  oth^ 
Item  of  Expence  known  or  which  could  be  antidpated  as  in 
anywise  necessary  to  be  incurred  or  paid  by  the  said  Commis- 
sioners in  relation  to  the  sud  Harbour  and  DDcbs,  should  not 
exceed  such  Sums  as  should  be  considered  and  improved  of 
by  the  Commissioners  of  Her  Majesty's  Treasury,  except  in 
the  event  of  any  unforeseen  Damage  arising  to  the  Works 
of  the  said  Harbour  or  Docks  through  Storm  or  Accident,  for 
the  Repair  of  which  special  Provision  was  therdn  made :  And 
whereas  the  said  Commissioners  ware  thereby  authorized,  with 
the  Consent  and  Approbation  of  the  said  Commissbners  of  the 
Treasury,  to  borrow,  upon  the  Security  of  the  said  Harbour 
and  Docks,  and  Revenue  thereof,  and  Property  therewith  con- 
nected,  any  Sum  or  Sums  of  Money  necessary  to  be  esqsended 
on  the  Improvement,  Alteration,  or  Enlargement  of  the  said 
Harbour  or  Docks,  or  for  the  Accommodati(m  of  the  Shipping 
resorting  to  the  same,  not  exceeding  in  all  the  Sum  of  One 
hundred  and  twenty-five  thousand  Pounds,  and  to  grant  Secu- 
rities therefor  over  the  whole  Bates^  Duties^  and  Bevenues  of 
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the  said  Hatbour  and  Docks  and  other  Property  therewith 
connected,  which,  being  sanctioned  by  the  Commissioners  of 
the  Treasury  as  aforesaid,  should  be  preferable  and  have 
Priority  over  all  other  Debts  and  Securities  affecting  the  said 
Harbour  and  Docks,  Revenue  and  Property,  excepting  the 
said  annual  Sum  of  Seven  thousand  six  hundred  and  eighty 
Pounds,  and  the  said  annual  Sums  for  Repairs  and  Expences 
of  Management  to  be  sanctioned  and  allowed  as  aforesaid ;  and 
it  was  thereby  further  provided,  that  after  the  Payment  of  the 
said  Sum  of  Seven  thousand  six  hundred  and  eighty  Pounds, 
and  the  Amount  of  the  Expences  of  the  Establishment  to  be 
allowed  by  the  said  Commissioners  of  Her  Majesty's  Treasury 
as  aforesud,  and  the  Interest  of  any  Sum  which  might  be 
borrowed  with  the  Approbation  of  the  said  last-mentioned 
Commissioners  as  aforesaid,  the  whole  surplus  Revenue  arising 
from  the  said  Harbour  and  Docks  shoidd  annually,  within 
Twenty-ione  Days  after  the  Teim  of  Whitsunday  in  each  Year, 
be  by  the  said  Harbour  and  Dock  Commissioners  paid  to  the 
Remembrancer  of  Her  Majesty's  Court  of  Exchequer  in  Scot- 
land, to  be  remitted  to  Her  Majesty's  Treasury ;  and  if  the 
Sum  so  remitted  should  exceed  in  Amount  the  Sum  necessary 
to  pay  the  Interest  of  the  said  Debt  due  to  Her  Majesty,  so 
far  as  not  postponed,  the  Excess  should  go  and  be  in^puted  pro 
tanto  in  extinction  of  the  Principal  of  the  said  Debt :  And 
whereas  the  Commissioners  of  Her  Majesty's  Treasury  were 
thereby  also  empowered  to  foreso,  for  such  Time  as  they  should 
think  fit,  the  Exaction,  in  whote  or  in  part,  of  the  Interest  to 
become  due  upon  the  Amount  of  the  Debl;  which  should  re- 
main owing  after  Deduction  of  the  Charges  or  Burdens 
thereby  rendered  preferable  to  the  said  Debt  due  to  Her 
Majesty :  And  whereas  since  the  passing  of  the  said  Act  the 
Revenue  arising  from  the  said  Harbour  and  Docks  has  been 
more  than  sufficient  to  defray  the  said  annual  Charge  of  Seven 
thousand  six  hundred  and  eighty  Pounds,  and  the  Amount  of 
the  Expences  of  the  Establishment  annually  allowed  by  the 
Commissioners  of  Her  M^esty's  Treasury,  but  no  Part  of 
eudi  surplus  Revenue  has  been  paid  to  the  Remembrancer  of 
Her  Majesty's  Court  of  Exchequer  in  Scotland,  as  provided 
by  the  said  Act,  but  the  same  has  been  allowed  to  accumulate 
in  the  Hands  of  the  Commissioners  of  the  said  Harbour  and 
TkxHsB,  with  the  Excepticm  of  a  Sum  of  Sixteen  thousand  and 
seventy-seven  Pounds,  which,  under  the  Sanction  of  the  Com- 
mismoners  of  Her  Majesty's  Treasury,  has  been  applied  to  the 
Completion  of  the  Eastern  Pier,  wmch  was  in  an  imperfect 
and  dangerous  Condition,  upon  the  Understanding  that  the 
Sum  so  expended  should  be  deemed  Part  of  the  Sum  of  One 
hundred  and  twenty-five  thousand  Pounds  which  the  Commis- 
sioners of  the  said  Harbour  and  Docks  were  empowered  by 
the  said  Act  to  borrow,  and  should  be  replaced  out  of  the 
first  Instalment  of  the  Loan:  And  whereas  a  Plan  has 
been  prepared,  and  approved  by  the  Commissioners  of  Her 
Majesty's  Treasury,  for  the  Improvement  of  the  said  Har- 
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bour  and  Docks,  at  an  estimated  Coet  of  Ooe  kimdied  and 
thirty^five  thousand  Pounds ;  and  it  is  expedienty  £at  Ae 
better  Security  of  the  Debt  due  to  Her  Majesty  firvxn  the  said 
CommissionerSy  that  the  said  CommissionerB  for  the  Har- 
bour and  Docks  of  Leitk  shoold  be  empowei^ed,  with  the 
Approval  of  the  Commissioners  of  Her  Migeaty's  Treasury, 
to  appropriate  the  surplus  Revenue  which  may  remain  after 
Payment  of  the  said  annual  Sum  of  Seven  thoiwand  six 
hundred  and  eighty  Pounds,  and  the  Amount  of  the  Expenoes 
of  the  Establi^menti  to  be  allowed  as  aforesaid,  toward  the 
Expence  of  executing  such  Improvem^its  in  the  said  Harbour 
and  Docks  as  have  been  or  shall  be  sanctioned  by  tiie  Com- 
missioners of  Her  Majesty's  Treasury,  and  that  during  ^ 
Execution  of  the  said  Works  and  Improvements ;  and  that, 
until  Bepayment  of  any  Monies  which  may  be  borrowed  for 
the  Purpose,  and  under  the  Power  herein-befine  recited,  no 
Claim  be  made  on  the  Part  of  Her  Majesty  for  the  Prinapal 
Sum  or  Interest  accruing  due  upon  the  Debt  now  due  to  Her 
Majesty,  and  preferably  secured  on  the  Bevenues  and  Pro- 
perty  of  the  said  Harbour  and  Docks ;  and  that  the  Amount 
at  which  the  said  Debt  is  to  be  henceforth  taken  be  dedared 
in  this  Act :'  Be  it  enacted  by  the  Queen's  most  Excellent 
Majesty,  by  and  with  the  Advice  and  Consent  of  the  Lords 
Spiritual  and  Temporal,  and  Commons,  in  this  present  Parlia* 
ment  assembled,  and  by  the  Authority  of  the  same.  That  the 
Debt  to  Her  li^jesty  from  the  CommissionerB  for  the  Harbour 
and  Docks  of  Leith  at  the  Term  of  Whitsunday  in  the  Year  One 
thousand  eight  hundred  andforty*seven,  including  all  Arrears  of 
Interest  due  to  that  Term,  shall  be  taken  at  the  Sum  of  Two 
hundred  and  twenty-eight  thousand  three  hundred  and  seventy- 
four  Pounds  Nine  ShilUngs  and  E^ht-pence,  which  was  declared 
by  the  said  Act  to  be  the  Amount  of  the  Debt  due  to  Her

IL  And  be  it  enacted.  That  the  Expenditure  of  the  said  Sum

Commissioners  of  Her  Majesty's  Treasury,  the  Clauses  of  the  incorporated 
Companies  Clauses  Consolidation  {Scotland)  Act,  1845,  with  "^^^  ***"  ^^• 
respect  to  the  borrowing  of  Money  by  the  Company  on  Mort- 
gage or  Bond,  so  far  as  applicable  to  sud)^  Bonds,  shall  be 
incorporated  with  this  Act,  and  the  said  Commissioners  for  the 
Harbour  and  Docks  of  LeiA  shall  be  deemed  the  Company 
referred  to  by  the  last-mentioned  Act,  and  the  said  Clauses 
shall  be  otherwise  interpreted  as  in  and  by  the  last-mentioned 
Act  is  provided. 

y.  And  be  it  enacted.  That  this  Act  may  be  amended  or  Act  may  be

'  of  Her  present  Majesty,  intituled  An  Act  to  empower  the  Com^  sftsVletcSd 
'  Tnisgioners  of  Her  Majesty^s  Woods,  Forests,  Land  Revenues, 

*  Works,  and  Buildings  to  raise  a  Sum  of  Money  for  making 
'  additional   Thoroughfares  in   the  Metropolis,  after  reciting 

<  (amongst  other  tlungs)  that  it  had  been  proposed  to  open  a 
'  convenient  Thoroughfiu^  from  the  End  of  Coventry  Street  to 

*  the  Junction  of  Newport  Street  and  Long  Acre,  and  to  con-

Woods,  Forester  XdQid 
Revenues,  Works,  and  Buildioogs  for  the  Time  being  and  tlwy 
were  thereby  authorized  and  empowered  to  make^  form,  vmI 
complete  a  new  Street  from  the  East  £od  of  Cooeniry  Strest, 
Piccadilly,  to  the  West  End.  of  LongAere^  and  also  a  new 
Street  &om  the  East  End  of.  East  Smitlifield  to  Rosemary 
Lane ;  and  that  for  this  Purposes  of  the  Act  now  in  re(aial,> 
and  of  the  said  Act  of  the  Second  and  Third. Years  of  the 
Beign  of  Her  present  Majesty,  sad  of  all  Matters  and  Things 
thereby  authorized  to  be  done  under  the  Authority  of  the  Act 
now  in  recital,  or  of  any  other  Act,  the  said  Commissioners 
of  Her  Majesty's  Woods,  Forests,  Land  Bevenues,  Works, 
and  Buildings  fcnr  the  Time. being  should  be  and  they  were 
thereby  constituted  a  C<Mrporation,  by  {he  Name  and  Style 
of  ^^  The  Commissioners  of  Her  Majesty's  Woods,  Forests, 
Land  Bevenues,  Works,  and  Building ;"  and  that  for  pnn 
viding  a  Fund  for  the  Purposes  of  the  Act  now  in  recital  it 
should  be  lawful  for  the  Commissioners  of  Her  Majesty's 
Woods,  Forests,  Land  Bevenues,  Works,  and  Buildings,  from 
Time  to  Time  with  the  Consent  of  ^e  Lord  High  Treasurer 
or  of  the  Conrnxiarioners  for,  executing  the  Office  of  Xiord 
High  Treasurer  of  the  sud  United  Kin^om,  or  any  Three  or 
more  of  them,  to  charge  the  Funds  therein-after  mentioned,-

Her  Majeitjfs  Woods  to  raise  Money  for  certain  Improvements 
in  the  Metropolis  on  the  Security  of  the  Land  Revenues  of  the 
Crown  within  the  County  of  Middlesex  and  City  of  London,  it 
was  enacted  that  it  should  be  lawful  for  the  Commissioners 
of  Her  Majesty's  Woods,  Forests,  Land  Bevenues,  Works, 
and  Building  for  the  Time  being,  with  the  Consent  of  the 
Lord  High  Treasurer  or  of  the  Commis^oners  for  executing 
the  Office  of  Lord  High  Treasurer  of  the  United  Kingdom, 
or  any  Three  or  more  of  them,  to  borrow  and  take  up  at  any 
Bate  of  Literest  not  exceeding  Five  Pounds  per  Centum  per

that  all  Sum  and  Sums  of  Money  which  might  from  G^me  to 
Time  thereafter  be  received  by  the  said  Conmiissioners  of  Her 
Majesty's  Woods,  Forests,  Land  Revenues,  Works,  and 
BuHdings  from  any  Sales  directed  or  authorized  to  be  nomde 
by  them  by  the  therein  and  herein-bcfore  recited  Acts,  or  as 
the  Premium  on  the  granting  of  any  Lease,  or  which  might 
be  received  on  the  rescinding  of  any  Contract,  or  which 
should  be  forfeited  in  respect  of  the  Nonperformance  of  any 
Contract,  and  all  other  the  Monies  (if  any),  and  also  the  Bents 
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(if  any)  of  all  the  Hereditaments  whidi  might  be  acquired 
under  or  hj  virtue  of  the  said  recited  Acts  or  any^  of  them, 
until  the  same  should  be  sold,  (except  such  Monies  as  might 
be  advanced  to  the  said  Commissioners  of  Her  Majesty's 
Woods,  Forests,  Land  Revenues,  Works,  and  Buildings  on 
the  Credit  of  the  Coal  and  Wine  Duties  and  other  Funds 
authorized  to  be  charged  by  the  said  Commiscuoners  of  Her 
Majesty's  Woods,  Forests,  Land  Bevenues,  Works,  and 
Buildings,  under  the  Powers  and  Provisions  of  the  said  re-

ing  the  Priorities  of  Monies  authorized  to  be  charged  on  a  Fund 
called  **  The  London  Bridge  Approaches  Fund^  after  reciting 
as  herein-before  is  recited,  and  reciting  that  the  said  Com- 
missioners of  Her  Majesty's  Woods,  Fureats,  Land  Revenues, 
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Works,  and  Baildings  had,  in  pnrgnanoe  of  tiie  aforeBaid 
Power  in  that  Behalf  raised  by  Mortgage  of  the  said  Land 
Revenues  of  the  Crown  several  Sums  of  Money  amonntiDg  in 
the  whole  to  the  Sum  of  Five  hundred  thousand  Pounds,  from 
the  Trustees  of  the  Society  for  Equitable  Assurances  on  Lives 
and  Survivorships,  but  no  actual  Chaise  of  any  of  the  said

o/*  Middlesex,  in  continuation  of  the  new  Street  from  Famng- 
don  Street  in  the  City  of  London,  it  was  (amongst  other 
things)  enacted,  that  it  should  be  lawful  for  the  Mayor, 
Aldermen,  and  Commons  of  the  City  of  London^  in  Coomion 
Council  assembled,  to  borrow  any  Sum  or  Sums  of  Money

the  said  Sum  of  Two  hundred  and  fourteen  thousand  Pounds 
which  they  were  so  authorized  to  charge  as  aforesaid,  together 
with  Interest  thereon  after  such  Bate  not  excee^i^  Five 
Pounds  per  Centum  per  Annum  as  the  said  Lord  High  Trea- 
surer, or  the  said  Conunissioners  of  Her  Majesty's  Treasory, 
'or  any  Three  or  more  of  them,  should  direct,  and  sndi 
Interest  to  commence  and  be  payable  in  respect  of  the  said 
Sums  of  Two  hundred  thousand  Pounds  and  One  hundred 
thousand  Pounds  as  finom  the  Times  when,  in  pursuanoe  of 
the  aforesaid  Acts  in  that  Behalf,  the  said  CoimniaBionerB  of 
Her  Majesty's  Woods,  Forests,  Land  Bevenues,  Works,  and 
Buildings  were,  with  such  Consent  as  aforesaid,  anthoriaed  to 
charge  the  said  Sums  of  Two  hundred  thousand  Poonds  and 
One  hundred  thousand  Pounds  respectively  and  as  v^ioded 
the  said  Sum  of  One  hundred  and  eigfaty-nine  thousand 
Pounds  thereby  authorized  to  be  charged,  finom  Ae  Time 
when  the  aforesaid  Sum  of  Two  hundred  and  fourteen  thou- 
sand Pounds  was  authorized  to  be  charged ;  and  that  all  and 
singular  the  Fund  so  to  be  charged  as  aforesaid  should  (after 
Satisfaction  of  Monies  having  Priority  of  the  said  Sobu  of 
Two  hundred  thousand  Pounds,  One  hundred  thousand  Pouids, 
and  One  hundred  and  eighty^iine  thousand  Pofmd%)  be  paid 
to  the  said  Commissioners  of  Her  M^esty's  Woods,  Forests, 
Land  Bevenues,  Works,  and  Buildings^  for  the  Time  being, 
in  and  towards  the  Dischaige  of  the  said  Sams  of  Two  hun- 
dred thousand  Pounds,  One  hundred  thousand  Pounds^  and 
One  hundred  and  eighfy-nine  thousand  Pounds,  and  IntaBest, 
so  to  be  charged  as  aforesaid ;  and  that  the  said  sonaal  Sum  <k 
Eleven  thousand  five  hundred  Pounds,  Fees  on  the  Admiaaioti 
of  Freemen,  binding  Apprentices,  and  paid  in  reqieot  of  Aque- 
ducts, should,  until  the  said  Fifth  Day  of  Juhf  One  thousand 
eight  hundred  and  sixty-two,  continue  chaiged  with  the  £ay- 
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ment  of  stich  Principal  Sums  and  Interest,  and  should  con- 
tinue until  the  said  Fifth  Day  of  Jufy  One  thousand  eight 
hundred  and  sixty-two,  unless  such  Principal  Monies  and 
Interest  should  be  sooner  paid  off;  and  it  was  further  enacted 
that  the  said  several  Sum&  of  Money,  amounting  together  to 
the  said  Sum  of  Four  hundred  and  eighty-nine  thousand 
Pounds,  which  the  said  Commissioners  were  thereby  autho- 
rized to  charge  as  aforesaid,  and  the  Interest  thereon,  should 
(subject  to  the  Advances  thereout  by  the  said  Act  of  the 
Fourth  Year  of  Her  Majesty's  Reign  authorized  to  be  made  in 
aid  of  the  Costs  and  Expences  of  making,  forming,  and  com- 
pleting a  Street  between  Southwark  and  Westminster  Bridge^ 
and  a  Communication  between  the  Houses  of  Parliament  and 
Buckingham  Palace,  in  case  the  Lord  High  Treasurer,  or  Com« 
missioners  of  Her  Majesty's  Treasury,  or  any  Three  of  them, 
should  in  the  Exercise  of  their  Discretion  consent  to  such 
Advances  being  made,)  be  paid  and  applied  by  the  said  Com- 
missioners from  Time  to  Time,  when  and  as  they  should  receive 
the  same,  in  Payment  and  Discharge  of  the  said  several  Sums 
amounting  together  to  the  Sum  of  Five  hundred  thousand 
Pounds,  and  Interest,  so  as  aforesaid  charged  by  them  on  the 
Land  Bevenues  of  the  Crown,  and  of  any  other  Sum  or  Sums 
of  Money  (if  any)  which  the  said  Commissioners  might  have 
charged  or  might  charge  on  the  same  Land  Revenues  in  pur- 
suance of  the  Power  so  given  to  them  as  aforesaid  by  the  said 
Act  of  the  Fourth  and  Fifth  Years  of  the  Reign  of  Her 
present  Majesty;  and  that,  subject  as  aforesaid,  the  said 
Monies  so  to  be  diarged  as  aforesaid,  and  the  Interest  thereon, 
or  the  Surplus  thereof,  respectively,  should  be  applicable  for

Security  of  such  Monies  and  Interest  as  by  any  of  the  afore- 
said Acts  was  provided,  and  in  all  respects  whatsoever  as  if 
the  now*reciting  Act  had  not  passed :  And  whereas  in  pur- 
soanoe  of  the  Powers  and  Directions  in  the  said  last*recited  Act 
contained  the  said  Conunisrioners  of  Her  Majesty's  Woods, 
Forests,  Land  Revenues,   Works,  and  Buildings,  with  the 
Consent  of  the  Commissioners  of  Her  Majesty's  Treasury, 
did,  by  an  Instrument  in  Writing  under  their  Common  Seal 
bearing  Date  the  Thirtieth  Day  of  July  One  thousand  eight 
hundred  and  forty-four,  charge  all  and  singular  the  Funds 
which  by  the  said  latt-recnted  Act  they  were  authorized  to 
charge  with  the  Payment  to  them  the  said  CommissionerB  or 
their  Successors  of  the  Three  several  Prindpal  Sums  of  Two 
hundred  thousand  Pounds,  One  hundred  thousand  Pounds, 
and  One  hundred  and  eighty-nine  thousand  Pounds,  and  by 
the  Direction  of  the  said  Commiasioners  of  H^  Mqesty's 
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Treasury  they  did  also  charge  the  said  Funds  with  the  Pay- 
ment of  Interest  on  the  iaid  Three  Prinotpal  Sums  of  Two 
hundred  thousand  Pounds,  One  hundred  thousand  Povradsy 
and  One  hundred  and  eighty-nine  thousand  Pounds,  after  the 
Bate  of  Five  Pounds  per  Centum  per  Annum,  sndi  Interest 
on  the  said  Three  sevend  Siuns  to  6ommenoe  and  be  payable 
as  follows;  that  is  to  say,  the  Interest  for  the  said  Principal 
Sum  of  Two  hundred  thousand  Pounds  thereby  charged  as 
aforesaid  to  conunence  and  be  computed  and  payable  as  fiom 
the  Twenty-fourth  Day  o{  August  One  thousand  eight  hondred

the  respective  Periods  from  which  by  the  said  last^recited  Act 
such  Interest  was  authorized  to  be  charged  and  made  payable : 
And  whereas  by  an  Act  passed  in  the  Session  of  PatliuBent 
held  in  the  Eighth  and  ^nth  Years  of  Her  Majesty's  Beign, 
intituled  An  Act  for  impr&mng  Parts  of  the  City  of  West- 
mimter,  it  was  enacted  that  the  Sum  of  Thirty-nine  thooaand 
Pounds  which  by  the  said  recited  Act  of  the  Fourth  Yemt'ot 
Her  Majesty's  Reign  tlie  CdmmiastioDcrB  of  Her  Migerty's 
Woods,  Forests,  Land  Revenues^  Worhs,  and  fiuildings^nmth 
the  Consent  of  the  Commissioners  of  Her  Mf^esty V  Tirea^ 
suryv  were  empowered  to  appropriate  andwply  tDwaids  die 
Expences  of  making,  forming,  and  completing  a  Coramum* 
cation  between  the  Neighbourhood.  <^  the  Hmises  of  ParHa* 
ment  and  Buckingham  JRalace,  riiould  be  approprilited  and 
applied  towards  the  Expences  of  making,  fbrming,  attd  oom-^ 
pleting  the  new  Street  and  Communication  by  die  Act  new 
in  recital  authorized  to  be  made,  provided  such  new  Stireet  and 
Communication  were  made  and  fully  completed  acoording  to 
the  Plan  modified  and  approved  by  Ha:  Majesty's  Coomiis- 
sioners  of  Metropolitan  Improvements  within  Five  Years  after 
the  passing  of  that  Act,  and  that  it  should  be  lawful  for  the 
said  Commissioners  of  Her  Majesty's  Woods,  Fcnrests,  X«and 
Revenues,  Works,  and  Biuldings,  and  they  were  thereby 
authorized  and  empowered,  with  the  Consent  of  the  L^rd 
High  Treasurer,  or  the  Oommismnnwns  of  Her  Majesty's 
Treasury,  or-  any  Three  or  tnore  of  them,  to^pay  to  the  Com- 
missionerg-actiaff 'imdeif  the  Act  nlow  m  rsintal  die  said  Sum

the  said  Acts  respectively,  report  to  Her  Majesty's  Commis- 
sioners the  Progress  made  by  the  Commissioners  from  Time 
to  Time  in  the  Execution  of  such  Lxq)rovements  and  new 
Streets  respectively,  and  also  at  the  same  Time  render  to  Her 
Majesty's  Commissioners  full  and  true  Accounts  of  all  Monies 
raised  or  received  by  the  CommissionezB  under  or  by  virtue  of 
the  Provisions  of  the  Lnprovement  Act  and  the  Act  now  in 
redtal,  or  either  of  them,  or  by  Sale  or  Mortgage  or  from 
the  Bents  and  Profits  of  any  Houses,  Buildings,  Lands,  Tene- 
ments, Bents,  or  Hereditaments  by  the  Act  now  in  recital  (»r 
by  the  said  Improvement  Act  authorized  to  be  sold,  mort- 
gaged, demised,  or  let,  or  by  the  Sale  of  the  Materials  of  any 
Houses  or  Buildings  to  be  pulled  down  or  sold  as  aforesaid^ 
and  of  all  other  Monies  which  shall  be  received  by  them  under 
or  by  virtue  of  the  Authority  of  the  LB|irovement  Act  and 
the  Act  now  in  redtal,  or  either  of  them,  and  of  the  £xpendi<- 
tore  and  Application  of  all  such  Monies  for  the  Purposes^  of 
the  Improvement  Act  and  the  Act  now  in  recital,  and  of  the 
Balance,  if  any,  remaining  unexpended  at  the  Date  of  each 
Beport  and  Account,  and  also  the  Number  of  Houses  and 
Extent  of  Ground  and  other  Prc^erty  still  remaining  to  be 
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purchased  in  the  Line  of  each  Street,  and  the  estimated  Cost 
thereof,  and  the  Fands  applicable  to  the  Purchase  of  the 
same :  And  whereas  since  the  said  redted  Act  of  the  Fifth 
and  Sixth  Years  of  Her  Majesty's  Beign  was  passed  for 
regidating  the  Priorities  of  Monies  authorized  to  be  charged 
on  the  said  Fund  called  '*  The  London  Bridge  Approaches 
Fund"  the  sa&d  Commissioners  of  Her  Majesty's  Woods, 
Forests,  Land  Revenues,  Works,  and  Buildings  have  raised, 
by  Mortgage  of  Land  Bevenues  of  the  Crown  in  the  County 
of  Middlesexy  and  have  advanced  out  of  Monies  recdved  by 
them  from  Sales  of  Land  Bevenue,  several  further  Sums  of 
Money  beyond  the  Sum  of  Five  hundred  thousand  Pounds 
in  the  said  Act  mentioned,  for  carrying  into  effect  and  com- 
pleting the  several  Lnprovements  ana  new  Streets  authorized 
and  directed  to  be  made  by  them  the  said  last-mentioned 
Commissioners  by  the  several  Acts  herein-before  redted ;  and 
the  Monies  raised  by  Her  Majesty's  said  Commissioners  by 
Mortgage,  and  advanced  by  them  out  of  Proceeds  of  Sales 
of  Limd  Bevenues  of  the  Crown,  for  the  Purposes  aforesaid, 
now  amount  in  the  aggregate  to  the  Sum  of  Eight  hundred 
and  forty-five  thousand  Pounds;  but  the  Monies  so  raised 
and  advanced  as  aforesaid,  and  any  Monies  which  may  here- 
after be  raised  by»Mortgage  of  Land  Bevenues  of  the  Crown 
under  the  Powers  of  the  before-recited  Act,  are  applicable 
only  to  the  particular  Lnprovements  and  new  Streets  autho- 
rized and  directed  to  be  made  by  Her  Majesty's  said  Commis- 
sioners, and  no  Part  thereof  can  be  applied  to  the  Improve* 
ments  and  new  Streets  by  the  Two  last-^recited  Acts  authorized 
and  directed  to  be  made  by  the  said  Westminster  Lnprovement 
Commissioners :  And  whereas  the  before-mentioned  Sum  of 
One  hundred  and  eighty-nine  thousand  Pounds,  charged  as 
aforesaid  by  Her  Majesty's  said  Commissioners  upon  the  said 
Fund  called  "  The  London  Bridge  Approaches  Fund,"  consti- 
tutes the  only  Fund  whereout  Her  Majesty's  said  Comnus- 
sioners  are  empowered  to  advance  and  pay  the  Sum  of  Thirty- 
nine  thousand  Pounds,  and  the  Literest  thereof,  (to  the 
Amount  together  of  Fifty  thousand  Pounds,)  by  the  Two 
last-recited  Acts  directed  to  be  advanced  and  paid  by  them 
to  the  said  fVntminster  Improvement  Commissioners:  And 
whereas  the  several  Sums  of  Two  hundred  thousand  Pounds 
and  One  hundred  thousand  Pounds,  also  charged  by  Her 
'  Majesty's  said  Commissioners  upon  the  said  Fund  called  '^  The 
London  Bridge  Approaches  Fund,"  have  Priority  over  the 
said  Sum  of  One  hundred  and  eighty-nine  thousand  Pounds 
chao^ed  by  them  upon  the  same  Fund ;  and  the  several  Sums 
of  Forty  thousand  Pounds  and  Twenty-five  thousand  Pounds 
raised  by  the  Mayor,  Aldermen,  and  CJommons  of  the  City  of 
London  on  the  Credit  of  the  same  Fund,  under  the  Powers  of 
the  before-recited  Act  in  that  Behalf,  have  Priority  over  tiie 
said  Sums  of  Two  hundred  thousand  Pounds  and  One  hundred 
thousand  Pounds  charged  upon  the  same  Fund  by  Her  Ma- 
jesty's said  Commissioners:  And  whereas  by  reason  of  the 
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prior  esristing  Ghaxges  upon  ti»  said  Fund  called  ^  The 
Ijmdon  Bridge  Approaches  Fund,**  which  will  wholly  abeovb 
the  said  Fund  for  several  Years  to  come,  the  Commisraonen 
of  Her  Majesty^s  Woods,  Forests,  Land  Bevennea,  Worics, 
and  Buildings  will  Yiot  be  enabled  to  raise  tiie  before-mentioned 
Sum  of  One  hundred  and  e^hty-nine  thousand  Pounds,  and 
the  Interest  thereof,  whereout  lliey  are  to  advance  and  pay 
the  said  Sum  of  Thirty-nine  thousand  Pounds,  and  the  Int^^t 
thereof,  (limited  in  Amount  as  aforesaid,)  to  the  said  WeH" 
minster  Improvement  Commissioners,  finr  a  long  l^me  after 
the  said  last^mentioned  CommissionerB  will  have  expended  the 
Sum  of  Seventy-five  thousand  Pounds  towards  mafcing  and 
forming  the  new  Street  intended  to  be  called  Victoria  Street ; 
and  it  would  greatly  facilitate  the  Completion  of  the  said  in* 
tended  new  Street,  and  the  other  Improvements  by  the  said 
Two  last-recited  Acts  authorized  and  directed  to  be  made  by 
the  said  Westminster  Improvement  Commissioners,  if  Priority 
were  given  to  the  said  Sum  of  Thirty-nine  thousand  Pounds, 
and  the  Interest  tho^of,  appropriated  to  the  new  Street  and
